CHICAGO, May %2%.-—The Common- 
wealth Trust and Savings Bank, the 
much-heralded union labor financial in- 
stitution, has opened its doors at 9% 
La Salle street, with working people as 
its majority stockholders and a ‘‘wheel- 
horse” in Typographical Union, No. i, 
as its first depositor. 

Depositors were not waiting in crowds 
-upon the steps when the bank wass 
opened, but as the opening was chiefly 
to bring in stock subscribers, who had 
agreed to pay up their subscriptions the 
minute the bank was ready for business, 
the officials were not worried. Forty- 
three depositors had appeared by 1:30 p. 
m., and the cashier said he expected the 
number to reach 100 before the bank 
closed the first day. 

During the first hour more stock sub- 
scribers than depositors came in to re- 
ceive the stock certificates which Presi- 
dent G. W. Dreblow issued to all who 
showed receipts. Stock sold at $5 a 
share, with a premium of 10 per cent, 
and an endless chain was formed by 
qualifying each stockholder as an agent 
for the bank with power to write sub- 
_seriptions among his friends. 

When the bank opened its 466rs Presi- 
dent Dreblow said that more than $250,- 
“000 worth of stock had been subscribed 
for.: How much of this amount had 
been paid in he said he did not care to 
estimate. 

Will Hold Subscribers. 

“Reports that we do not consider our 
stock subscriptions binding are abso- 
lutely unwarranted,” said Mr. Dreblow. 
“We expect to hold every one of our 
subecribers. Those who have paid mere- 
ly the premium wil] soon receive a call 


for the remainder of their subscription. 
As soon as we can get reports from our 
agents, and obtain returns from most of 
wr subscribers, we shall be*sready to 
make a statement and will ask the State 
Bank Examiner to inspect our affairs. 
This is not compulsory, as we are in- 
corporated under the laws of Arizona, 
but we want to have it done.” 

The president went on to explain inat 
the reason for incorporating in Arizona 
was to avoid compliance with the Illi- 
nois law requiring stock to sell for at 
least $100 a share and require a bank 
director to own at least $1000 worth of 
stock. This requirement was not com- 

atible with the promoters’ idea of hav- 
ng the bank stock held by small invest- 
ors. who could not afford to pay more 
than $5 a share. 

Thus far the largest blocks of stock 
have been taken by the Carpenters’ 
Tnion. with a subscription for 200 shares, 
and the Machinists’ and Steam Fitters’ 
unions with subscriptions for 100 shares 
each. The original authorized capital 
was placed at $2,000,000, but this was 
later reduced to $500,000. President Dre- 
blow pointed out that the premium 
would net a surplus of $50,000 if all the 
stock were subscribed.

At noon, the King of 

England will lead Princess Ena 

of Battenberg to the altar. Simulta- 

neously hundreds of other couples 

throghout the land, long ,engaged but 

who did not know their wedding day 

until the King announced his, will be 
married. 

As soon as it was Officially announced 
that King Alfons would lead his bride 
to the altar Thursday, May 31, many 
lassies began to hasten to complete their 
trousseaux, and lads who had been too 
bashful to speak to papas about the 
hands of their daughters suddenly pe- 


came courageous because they did not} 


want to lose the rare opportunity of 
celebrating their nuptials together with 
their King. Fortunately in these days 
of general merriment all over Spain, 
the papas are good-humored and quite 
approachable. 

The King a Busy Bridegroom. 

Of all the bridegrooms in the country, 
however, King Alfonso is the busiest. 
He supervises personally the work in 
El Padro, whither Princess Ena and her 
mother came today to stay the few 
days before the wedding. 

Luxurious and beautiful as the villa 
was already, the youthful lover spent 
$100,000 in improvements and had every- 
thing fixed up and new comforts added. 

The day of the royal wedding will be 
the buisest and merriest day Madrid 
has seen in a long time. Barly in the 
morning the military bands will prom- 
enade over the streets of the capital 
and fill the air with sweet and joyful 
melodies. Troops will line the streets 
through which the wedding procession 


will pass. 

at. 3 & - mM the Minister of 
Justice, Signor Garcia Prieto, wil! 
read the marriage contract, which 


will be signed by the royal couple and 
by their respective witnesses. After 
this ceremony is over Cardinal Sancha, 
assisted by the head chaplain of the 
palace, will perform the ceremony | of 
“tomar los dichos,” the promise of mar- 
riage. During this ceremony the couple 
will kneel before the Cardinal, while 
they will hold their right hands on the 
Holy Scriptures and their left on their 
hearts and King Alfonso will say first: 

‘In the entire possession of my men- 
tal faculties, and making use of my 
free will, I swear by the Holy Gospel 
to give my hand as husband to Princess 
Ena of Battenberg, promising to ful- 
fill faithfully all obligations which mar- 
riage places upon me.”’ 

After the bridegroom finishes the sen- 
tence the bride will repeat the same 
thing, only substituting the King’s 
name. 

The Queen's Obligation. 

The Queen's obligation, according to 
old traditions, are only two. The first, 
as formulated by Alfonso, an ‘old Span- 
ish ruler, is: ia 

“The Queen is to procure for her lord 
and husband as many children as posai- 
bie.”’ The second, as set down by Philip 
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to devote themselves to the preparation 
of bandages for wounded soldiers when- 
ever a war breaks out in which the 
King takes part.”’ | 

Then, at noon, the royal party will 
mo, where the marriage ceremony proper 
will be performed. 

A Magnificent Procession. 


This procession. will be the most mag- 
nificent spectacle seen in Madrid for 
many years. Twenty-nine royal coaches 
of antique design, and adorned with 
costly gilding and bronze and nacre 
decorations, will convey the foreign 
guests and the representatives of the 
Spanish and British royal families. 

These coaches will be drawn by six or 
eight horses, with postillions in eight- 
eenth century costume, * 

Twenty-nine coaches will contain the 
Spanish grandees, and there will be in 
addition the state carriages of ambas- 
sadors, ministers, court and government 
officials. ‘There are already 12,000 for- 
eigners, representing many countries. 

Some of these banners will be in- 
scribed as follows: ‘‘Long Life to Queen 
Victoria Eugenie,” ‘‘Long Life to the 
King of England,’ “‘All Honor to _ the 
British Nation,’’ ‘In Memory of Lord 
Byron,” ‘‘Praise Gladstone,’’ ‘‘Long Live 
the City of London,” “In Remembrance 
of Stephenson.” 

After placing the ring on the bride's 
finger the King, in accordance with an 
old custom when brides used to be 

bought by bridegrooms, will hand her 13 
pieces of gold, saying: 

“Wife, take this: ‘Aras’ which I of- 
fer you as a pledge of marriage.” 

The Coach of Pearl, 

After the wedding the royal couple 
will drive to the palace in the ebony 
and pearl coach. A few minutes after 
their disappearance in the palace, the 
windows will be opened and the bride 
and bridegroom will appear at them to 
greet their people. In the evening free 
performances will be given in all the 
theaters at Madrid and during the two 
weeks of festivities a bull fight in which 
the best toreadors in the country wil] 
take part, will be given. 

From the minute the new Queen en- 
ters the palace, she will have to for- 
get the comparative simplicity of the 
English court. In Spain where luxury 
and etiquette are the dominant notes 
even in the Houses of the poor, in the 
palace the ‘grand manner’’ reaches 
such heights that it enslaves the King 
and Queen. The saying in Spain is; 
“The Queen has neither feet nor legs,” 
and this is the outcome of an episode 
that happened to King Alfonso's mother. 
On his wedding day King Alfonso’s fath- 
er was presented by a manufacturer 
with some specially knitted silk stock- 
ings for the Queen. When the grand 
chamberlain saw the present, he seized 
it and tossed it back and exclaimed tn 


his rage: ‘ 
“Know that the Queens of Spain have 


no legs.”’ 

When the young Queen heard this, she 
wept, because, taking the saying liter- 
ally, she thought they were going to cut 
off her legs.

lirely of Spanish manufacture. 
The bridal attire of wonderful white

Leaving them to await the resurree. 
tion of Creffield, he went to Seattle, 
Since the apostle’s death relatives of the 
women have been trying to persuade 
them to return home, but for more than 
a week such efforts have been without 
avail. | se

that they have broken camp and are 
returning via Alsea to Corvallis,

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HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK. 


When the Supreme Court of the United States 
confirmed the action of the lower courts, sentencing 
Senator Burton of Kansas to Jail, the last step of 
the defense was to move for a rehearing. It merely 
délays the démonstration that the privilege of the 
Senate is not at present a safeguard in violating 
the laws against “graft,” when the laws actually 
cover the offense. In Burton’s case, he had the de- 
fease which has protected many worse men in many 
worse crimes. The bribe he took was a “fee” for 
his services as a lawyer. He has now, however, 
hardly a chance left of escaping justice and the 
United States Senate is forced to face its re- 
_ sponsibility for denying Kansas its full representa- 
‘tion as part of the process of sustaining “senatorial 


priv ilege.” 


‘A wretched tragedy was that of the Indiana fam- 
ily in New York, following high ideals of art and 
literature and waiting for “public appreciation and 
recognition,” until at last the wife, disappointed in 
her hope of literary success, committed suicide, 
and the husband, a “promising young sculptor,” 
broke with a mallet his masterpiece of “Neptune 
and the Sea Nymphs.” Perhaps the numbers of 
those who graduate into art and literature from 
schools and colleges to go through some such bitter 
experience in aspiring after the. finest or highest in 
life, is now to be counted by thousands. Common 
sense may save them by turning them towards the 
commonplace, or they may find in rare cases the 
only other way of escape that is left. This is by the 
hard road they must follow who think only of what 
they intend to reach in the end, and do not wish 
or expect to be “recognized” or “appreciated” for 
What they do in reaching their “own ends.” In fact, 
Why should they? But the tragedy of it is that 
they cannot help it. 


In Russia, the Duma, incapable of giving relief 
to the people by its own action, spent the week in 
“squaring issues’ with the Czar and bureaucracy, 
showing unsuspected power in doing so. In Eng- 
‘land, where free speech in Parliament is used in the 
double attempt to “square issues” and to cover them 
up with mere eloquence, the masses of London con- 
tinue to insist that there is not work enough or food 
enough to “go around.” In Paris, with the political 
program of the Commune met by the argument of 
the saber, the business question of wages and reve- 

hues was stubbornly disputed by employers and em- 
ployes, both in bad humor. In Italy, where taxation 
is at its worst and political conditions almost in- 
supportable, there was the same thing going on dur- 
ing the week, with steamships crowded with immi- 
grants for the United States. Italy now leads in 
this, but every country in Europe is now sending 
us, not its worst, people by any means, but its very 
worst questions to be settled here for those who will 
net submit to the worst in Europe. 


As a result of protracted discussion during the 
week, Rev, Dr. Van Dyke announced Thursday 
morning that his book of prayer had not been 
adopted but merely recommended by the Presby- 
terian General Assembly. “It must stand before the 
public on its own legs,” he says. The issue he pre- 
sented was between the individual initiative the 
Presbyterian assembly has always stood for and ap- 
proved prayer in its best literary forms. Un- 
questionably, prayers written or edited by Dr. Van 
Dyke are likely to stand for the best literature. 
They will be free from the crudeness with which 
extemporaneous prayer sometimes addresses the 
public for political or other purposes, but they will 
represent spontaneous emotion only to those who are 
fit to appreciate the higher forms of literary expres- 
ae sion, represented by Dr.’ Van Dyke. Where nothing 
_ is decided, this which developed from the discus- 
_ pion may still have educational value in. connection 
- with’ the axiom that “prayer is the soul’s sincere 
desire.”

PEACE AND BIG BATTLEHIPS. 
In the debate on the bill providing for the biggest 
battleship, which Mr. Williams of Mississippi aptly 
named the “Skeered o’ Nothin’,” Congressman Bar- 
tholdt, who has won a pre-eminent place among 
American public men as an advoeate and promoter 
of international arbitration, betrayed some weakness 
in the defense of his cause. He was cross-examined 
as to the attitude of himself and the friends of 
arbitration on the subject of heavy armaments. He 
argued that additions to the army and navy “will 





|not defer but will hasten the moment when nations 


will be compelled to come to an agreement of that 
kind. If nations go on at the present rate, the time 
is near at hand when they will have reached the 
point of exhaustion, when they will be compelled to 
meet around the green table and discuss measures 
for the settlement of international difficulties by 
resorting to arbitration instead of resorting to war.” 
Summing up, he said: 

“We say that as long as there is no international 
agreement, as long as nations must be ready to de- 
fend their rights by armament, just so long will the 
friends of arbitration and peace be ready to vote 
for such armaments as may be deemed necessary by 
the Government for the national defense.” 

We might pertinently ask here who is the Govern- 
ment in this country which decides questions of 
peace or war or the necessity for heavy armaments? 
Who is it, if not the representatives of the people 
elected to carry out the will of the people, to adopt 
that pelicy which best conserves the public inter- 
est? 

But we get light on the view of the necessity of 
heavy armaments and on the policy which the Gov- 
ernment is asked to adopt with reference to them, 
in a speech of Congressman Weeks of Massachu- 
setts. Mr. Weeks said: 

“The wars of the future will be waged for com- 
mercial or humane reasons, as have nearly all wars 
since the time of the first Napoleon. We, in com- 
mon with all the great nations of Europe, have 
reached a condition where we produce more manu- 
factured goods than we consume. We are,all look- 
ing for markets. * * * They (the Oriental peo- 
ples) buy goods of. nations which show to them 
that they have physical strength. * * * ‘The 
fact is, Mr. Chairman, we need a navy large enough 
to meet the commercial rivals whom we would have 
to meet in case of difficulty. In other words, our 
building policy, in my opinion, would be based upon 
what our rivals are doing.” 

Here we have clearly set forth a program of com- 
mercial expansion at the cannon’s mouth. The sur- 
plus of manufactured products, which Mr. Weeks as- 
sumes to represent what we cannot consume, but 
which may represent the profit of trust oppression, 
is to be advantageously placed through the employ- 
ment, if need be, of physical force. In the. rivalry 
for markets and for wealth and aggrandizement, 
each nation must be governed in its decision with 
regard ¢o armament by the army and navy pro- 
grams of rival nations. There is little hope of peace 
in this policy. It offers only a rivalry in prepara- 
tions for war, with all the dangers of war which 
that rivalry and those preparations imply. The only 
hope of peace, if war under such conditions can pos- 
sibly be averted, lies as Mr. Bartholdt suggests, in 
the exhaustion of all the nations—in other words, in 
universal bankruptey—a condition of misery for 
the people scarcely less inhuman and revolting than 
war itself. 

More than half a century ago, Channing, one of 
the most eloquent of peace advocates, who pleaded 
for peace on the ground of the moral soundness of 
the peace propaganda as a matter of justice, human- 
ity and Christian civilization, pointed out the falsity 
of the argument that large military establishments 
make for peace. In his “Second Discourse on War” 
he said: 

“When for these causes large military establish- 
ments are formed and the military spirit kindled, 
war becomes a necessary part of policy. A foreign 
field must be found for the energies and passions of 
a martial people.” 

When to the martial spirit are added commercial! 
greed and land hunger we easily find pretexts for 
the use of efficient and costly naval and military 
equipments and forces. 

Mr. Bartholdt missed his opportunity. 
full credit for his activities in promoting conferences 
and measures looking towards international agree- 
ments, we need a more courageous and broader ad- 
vocacy of peace than that he exemplified in this con- 
gressional debate. We need more faith in the effi- 
cacy of peaceful intentions expressed, not in arma- 
ments, which indicate hostility and fear, but in a 
policy of justice and humanity. The United States 
have maintained the Monroe doctrine and _ have 
grown and prospered beyond the dreams of Euro- 
pean nations, without a single attack from the out- 
side since the war with England, and without great 
naval or military establishments. The peaceful in- 
tentions of the man who arms himself for the pur- 
pose of maintaining peace are under suspicion. 

The decision as to our armaments and our policy 
with regard to peace should be made in Washing- 
ton and not in Berlin, London or Paris. We should 
adopt our own independent course, and supplement 
our profession of peaceful intentions with the proof 
of a just policy which has in it no indication of 
fear or expectation of hostile attack. Good will and 
fair dealing do not need the support of the biggest 
bat§eskip and the strongest battalions. 
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There is urgent need of a great improvement in 
the quality of senatorial timber.

THE SPANISH MARRIAGE. 

All the world may love a lover, but all the world 
does not necessarily love a Spanish royal marriage. 
For a century now misfortune and disaster have 
been bridemaids at all these weddings. A domestic 
fatality unlike anything else in modern history has 
hovered over the Spanish crown. 

Ferdinand VII, while he was still Crown Prince, 
married Marie Antoinette Therese of Naples, and 
thereby earned the imperial wrath of Napoleon. 
After the death of the Crown Princess he began to 
intrigue for the hand of one of Napoleon’s nieces, 
and thereby earned the wrath of his royal parents. 
The discovery of his secret negotiations was fol- 
lowed by his arrest; the Spanish people sympa- 
thized with the Prince; Charles 1V was forced to 
abdicate, and before Ferdinand was fairly seated on 
his throne Napoleon was in possession of his king- 





dom. 

After the French were driven from Spain and Fer- 
dinand regained his crown, he married Maria Cris- 
tina of Naples, whose very name is still hated by 
the people of Spain, Largely through her influence 
he issued the pragmatic sanction which abolished 
the Salic law and made Isabella the Crown Princess. 
It was this act which gave Spain its heritage of 
Carlist revolts and conspiracies, 

As a result of Louis Philippe’s interference, 
bella was married to Francis of Assisi for reasons 
which the historian hesitates to discuss too frankly. 
It was a marriage which brought the Queen into the 
deepest disrepute and led finally to her exile. 

When Alfonso XII, her son, was finally restored 
to the throne of his forefathers, he made a happy 
and popular marriage, but the hand of fate was still 
against the Spanish Bourbons and Mercedes died a 
few months after becoming a bride. For his second 
wife he took the Archduchess Maria Cristina of Aus- 
tria. It was a marriage doubly unpopular, for the 
bride was not only a Hapsburger, but she bore the 
name of Ferdinand’s consort. Alfonso XII did not 
live to see the son that bears his namé, the “Boy 
Alfonso XIII, and while the Queen conducted

King,” 
herself discreetly and sensibly 
has never been a favorite with the Spanish people. 

For the first time in a hundred years a Spanish 
marriage now promises domestic happiness to the 
royal couple and political happiness. to Spain. In 
the first place, the union of King Alfonso and the 
Princess Ena next Thursday will be a marriage of 
love, which appeals to the sentiment of the Spanish 
people. It was negotiated by the young King him- 
self, and it is without suspicion of. political intrigue. 
The bride may lack great personal beauty, but she 
is represented as a wholesome young person, with 
all the tact and good sense of an eminently sensible 
family. Even the fact that she was a Protestant 
and accepted the Catholic religion only to become the 
wife of Alfonso has cost her no popularity in Spain, 
while her relations to the English royal family 
naturally appeal to the pride of the proudest peo- 
ple in Europe. 

The marriage excites some resentment in England,

' Electric Lamp That Burns 3500 Hours—Oxygen ‘Jet Cuts Steel—Comfort for the Smoker 


—Argentine the New Land of Promise—A hres 
That Works Wonders. 


A LONG-BURNING ELECTRIC LAMP. 


An Austrian chemist, 
years’ hard work, has succeeded in constructing a new 
electric lamp, which he calls the-Syrius lamp. As 
is well known, incandescent gaslight is cheaper than 
electric light, because the filament wires of the lat- 
ter are very expensive and the glass bulbs soon wear 
out. Dr. Kuzel has now invented a new substitute 
for the glow thread, by forming out of common and 
cheap metals and metalloids colloids in a plastic 
mass, which can be handled like clay and which, 
when dry, becomes hard as stone. Out of this mass 
very thin wire threads are then shaped, which are of 
uniform thickness and of great homogeneity. These 
two characteristics are of great value in the technics 
of incandescent lamps. 

The Kuzel or Syrius lamp hardly needs one-quarter 
of the electric current which the ordinary electric 
lamp with a filament wire requires. Experiments, it 
is asserted, have shown that the lamp can burn for 
3500 hours at a stretch. Another advantage is that 
the intensity of the light of the new lamp always 
remains the same, the lamp bulbs never becoming 
blackened, as is now the case. The new lamp, it is 
said, will be put on the market next autumn. 


NEW AND POWERFUL FERTILIZER. 


Oats, peas, beans and barley grow better, it ap- 
pears, when they have been fertilized with pure sul- 
phate of manganese. The small quantities of man- 
ganese shown by chemical analysis in animal and 
vegetable substances have been looked upon as ac- 
cidental and unnecessary. Recent investigations, 
however, have tended to prove that the metal is in- 
dispensable to the living cell, and Mr. Bertrand, a 
French experimenter, has found that pure sulphate 
of manganese nas a marked fertilizing effect, an 
application of about fifty pounds to the acre giving 
an increase of £2.5 per cent in a crop of oats. The 
crop from the manganese fertilizer, however, is 
shown by analysis to contain no more of the metal 
than the crop from other soil, the plant seeming to 
require a certain definite proportion. 


FILTERING TOBACCO SMOKE. 

A smoker has only one way to avoid inhaling 
poison; it is possible to halt the dangerous princl- 
ples as they are on their way to the lungs. 

The most dangerous principles of tobacco are 
nicotine, ammonia, methylamin, sulphuretted hydro- 
gen, empyreumatic oil, etc. Thoms has proved that 
cotton-wool, impregnated with salt of iron, retains 
the greater part of the toxic qualities of tobacco as 
freed by combustion. Thoms uses cotton-wool (which

is loosely carded) impregnated with perchlorate of 
iron. 

Recently minute analyses have been made, and 
they have proved that cotton-wool, when impreg- 
nated with perchlorate of iron, retains 78 per cent 
of the pyridic bases held in the tobacco, very nearly 
all the*nicotine, and 8 per cent of the ammonia. 

No one pretends that the process eliminates all 
the noxious qualities; but it is certain that the smoke 
thus filtered is much less dangerous than unfiltered 
smoke. 


A NEW LAND OF PROMISE. 

Argentina has an area of 1,120,000 square miles, 
nearly one-third the area of the United States and 
Alaska. This area, except a very small portion, is 
located in the south temperate zone, and in it are 
245,000,000 acres of arable and 235,000,000 acres of pas- 
toral land, and yet only 21,000,000 acres are under 
cultivation, although the soil is equal to that of Il- 
linois and Nebraska and the general conformation 
of the land not unlike our Central West. Hundreds 
of individual men in every state or province own 
each from 75 to 300 square miles of land. It is strict- 
ly suited to white labor. In this vast extent, how- 
ever, there are as yet only 5,000,000 inhabitants, while 
it can easily support 75,000,000 people, 100,000,000 cat- 
tle and 300,000,000 sheep. Buenos Ayres, the capital, 
is one of the most prosperous and beautiful cities 
in the world, and has a population of nearly 1,000,000. 
Neither in this city nor in the interior is there any 
considerable Indian or negro element, such as found 
in other South American countries. The population 
is 99 per cent of white extraction. 


NEW METHOD OF CUTTING STEEL. 

Sawing steel is a dangerous procéss because of the 
great power required in running the cutting tools in 
the case of temperéd metal, and also because of the 
small particles of steel which are scattered through 
the atmosphere and breathed into the Iungs of the 
workmen. French engineers have recently devised 
a method of cutting steel which avoids these dan- 
gers. A small jet of oxygen gas is the instrument 
employed, and has proved itself most efficient. The 
complete apparatus comprises two pipes, which move 
along the mark to be cut. From the first pipe is- 
sues a jet of mingled oxygen and hydrogen, pro- 
ducing a flame which first heats the metal red hot. 
The oxygen jet issuing from the second pipe literally 
burns away the heated metal. The cutting is very 
quickly done, the heat not having time to be dis- 
sipated, and no fusion of the metal taking place. 
The section is as clean as that made by a saw, and 
of no greater width. The method has a special ad- 
vantage in that the section of the plate, pipe or 
other object to be cut may be made aceering to any 
desired pattern.

Although the extreme muscular weakness of aver- 
age civilized women as compared to civilized men is, 
as we have already admitted, certainly artificial and 
easily possible to remove by training, still it must be 
remembered that even in savages, among whom the 
women do most of the muscular work, they seldom 
équal and never exceed the men in strength, any 
superiority, when it exists, being mainly shown in 
such passive forms of exertion as bearing burdens. In 
civilization, even under the influence of careful ath- 
letic training, women are unable to compete muscu- 
larly with men, and it is a significant fact that there 
are few ‘‘strong women” on the variety stage, al- 
though women have for generations been training 
themselves as public performers in gymnasiums. It 
would seem that the difficulty in developing great 
muscular strength in women is connected with the 
special adaptation of woman's form and organiza- 
tion to the maternal function, and so long as her 
form and organization continue to be thus specially 
adapted, we must regard even such brilliant records 
as those of the Vassar girls as only another proof 
of the scientists’ theory of the precocity of the young 
female human: We must remember that women’s 
records in college athletics, as well as those gained on 
the golf course and in the tennis court, are neces- 
sarily, after all, women’s records. Remarkable as 
they have been, it has been a distinction over other 
women, not over men. Thus far women have not 
Succeeded in breaking any men's records. On the 
contrary, repeated attempts to do so have resulted 
only in leaving them further than ever from the 
goal. And so long as men are men, and women 
women, it must always be so.

OWA HOPING 
FOR FREE ALCOHOL 


Capital Is Ready to Erect Dis- 
tilleries Near Great 
Cornfields. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FORT DODGE, Io., May 26.—All Iowa 
ig watching the progress of the free al- 
cohol bill. Already capital has been at- 
tracted by the field its passage will open 
and at Des Moines there are several men 
of wealth who have plans partially ar- 
ranged for the erection of a large dis- 
tillery. for the manufacture of alcohol 
from grain as soon as the bill becomes a 


law. 

The removal of the tax from alcohol 
would be of inestimable value to Iowa 
as a grain-growing State. It means the 
erection of distilleries in every part of 
the State. 

Corn, lowa’s great staple, will be in 
much greater demand. Last year’s crop 
was in the neighborhood of 375.000,00u 
bushels. Only a smail percentage of this 
was consumed at home. The time was 
when a crop of this‘ kind would be rep- 
resented in a large degree by special 
stock trains of fat cattle on their way 
to Eastern markets, but stock-feeding 
as an industry has decreased to a large 
extent the past five years. 

However, the removal of the tax from 
alcohol will mean the establishment of 
a permanent market for Iowa’s great 
corn crop which will not be influenced 
by the market to the extent that the 
cattle feeding industry was. 

It is easy to remember when corn 
sold for 15 cents a bushel. Today it is 
worth about 40 cents on track. The 
steady demand and more staple mar- 
ket is due to many sources, chief of 
which is the number of products now 
being made from corn which are staple 
commodities. 

While the uses to which corn is now 
‘being put by manufacturers reaches over 
thirty, the articles which alcohol enters 
into in the course of their manufacture 
reaches 100. Of equal stability of char- 
acter are the articles of commerce made 
from alcohol as compared with those 
made from corn.

URING the present year 

[) preliminary work of constructing 

what is to be the second largest 
dam in the world will begin at the foot 
of the Des Moines Rapids, opposite this 
city. 

The largest works of the kind are near 
Assouan, on the Nile, in Africa, and 
are a monument to the skill of English 
and American engineers. 

The great Nile dam is for the pur- 
pose of irrigation. Electrical power is 
the object of the construction here. 
Hugh L. who directed the pow- 
er installation at Niagara, is chief en- 
gineer of this enterprise. 

It has been figured that a dam from 
30 to 35 feet above standard low water, 
with a length of from 5000 to 7000 feet, 
will furnish over 100,000 horsepower. 

Niagara Falls, under the present in- 
stallation, supplies 200,000 horsepower, 
and is the largest water power plant in 
the world. Massena, on the St. Law- 
rence River, which ranks next, is rated 
at 40,000 horsepower. 

The river runs through a deep gorge 
at Keokuk. It was cut origimally by 
giaciers and later deepened by the swift- 
ly flowing stream. The bluffs on’ both 
sides are about 100 feet high. 

Naturally the idea of a power dam 
just below the rapids has been the sub- 
ject of active consideration by  pro- 
meters from time to time for many 
years.

To nandie the project promptly and 
satisfactorily the Keokuk and Hamilton 
Water Power Co. was organized about 
five years ago, not for the purpose of 
operation itself, but to acquire all the 
rights necessary; and to bring the mat- 
ter to the attention of the Government 
and to financiers with sufficient capital 
to carry out a $6,000,000 idea. These ob- 
jects have been accomplished. 

Under a suspension of the rules both 
houses of the Fifty-eighth Congress 
passed a law giving the company full 
powers to ‘‘drown the rapids’’ opposite 
the Government locks, and to construct 
such a dam as that described in the 
specifications. This was. something un- 
usual, considering that at the time of 
the bill's passage (February, 1905) the 
enterprise was only a project. 


The Eastern syndicate which has 
agreed to finance the work has already 
received enough applications for power 
from factories, mills and traction lines 
to absorb all the power the plant can 
generate.

Anything in the sem- 
blance of a town lot, no matter how 
situated, was salable at a figure which 
would still have been high if the ground 
had been sodded with greenbacks.”’

Woodford Cassady left in addition to 
his widow, five children, Albert, Walter, 
Ivy, Maudie, Jane and Willard. All 
children are plaintiffs in the suit for 
damages, which is brought by their 
mother as next friend. 

The Cassadys were killed Feb. 27, as 
a result of a quarrel with Morris.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 16.—The 
Greek boys who are employed in the 
shoe polishing shops in- Illinois and 
Market streets and Massachusetts av- 
enue have sent a petition to Mayor 
Bookwalter asking him to assist them 
in obtaining relief from the excessive 
hours they say they are compelled to 
work. They say they desire some free- 
dom in order to have a chance to go to 
school and to become better ‘citizens. 
They also wish freedom on Sunday that 
they may go to church. 

The petition reached the Mayor in a 
roundabout way. The boys cannot speak 
English, but they learned that a member 
of the law firm of Sumner & Parry, 
New York, was familiar with Greek. 
They addressed him and the petition to 
the Mayor was translated by the law 
firm and returned here. 

The charge has often been made that 
these Greek boys-are really slaves of 
their employers, who bring them from 
abroad. It is thought that the condition 
pointed out by this petition throws some 
light on the real state of affairs. 

The petition is signed by a dozen local 
Greeks. It reads: 

“To the Hon. C. A. Bookwalter, Mayor 
of Indianapolis: 

“Knowing your noble sentiments, we 
the undersigned, take the liberty of ad- 
dressing this petition to you and will 
submit the following reasons for our re- 
quest. 

“As you may know, all we Greek 
young men are woraing as shoe pokLshers 
for 14 hours a day and on Saturdays 18 
hours. We do not know the English lan- 
guage and therefore are unable to seek 
and find other work. 

“We ask that you take the necessary 
measures to diminish the hours of our 
labor so that we may be enabled: 

‘‘l. To attend school after 7:30 Pp. m. 
to study and learn the language of this 
country, and thus become better citi- 
zens. 

“2. To go to church on Sunday, which 
is the duty of every Christian, and the 
most sacred thing. 

“3. To enjoy a few hours of recreation, 
so that we may get the benefit of the 
fresh air. 

“If it is im ible to permit us to 
have for ourselves the whole of Sunday, 
we petition that we may be allowed at 
least one-half of that day. 

‘Trusting that this petition will be fa- 
vorably received, we thank you in ad- 
vance for any action which you may 
take and remain gratefully."’

Under ‘Separation Act” Men 
Are Not Held for 
Broken Vows: 





LAWYERS’ SUGGESTION 
Annul Marriage for All Who 
Appear in Court and Sign 
Agreement,

LONDON, May 2.—Should ‘‘judicia! 
separations’’ be abolished in favor of 
“divorce made easy?” 

The discussion of this momentous s0- 
cial question, which was raised by Sir 
Gorell Barnes, the President of the Di- 
vorce Court, has shown that there is @ 
considerable body of opinion in favor of 
reforming the marriage laws and giving 
equality to women. 

Among those who are in favor of re- 
form may be counted the Hon. Charles 
Russell, the eminent attorney, who gives 
@n vutline of his views on the ques- 
tion. He says: 

‘Personally, I am opposed to the prin- 
ciple of divorce altogether. I believe we 
should be far better withoyt it. But, 
once you admit, as we have admitted in 
English law, the principle of divorce, 
then I think the only rational thing Is 
that if two people want a divorce they 
ought .to have it, on both signing an 
agreement and registering it in the Di- 
voree Court, subject always to proper 
provision being made, under the super- 
vision of the court, for the care of the 
children. 

Degrading System. 


“My heasons for saying this are that 
the present system of obtaining divorce 


is most degrading to both the husband 
and the wife, and to society, and is very 
injurious to the prospects in life of the 
children of the marriage. 

“The system entails the proof by the 
one party that the other has been guilty 
of misconduct and the narration of de- 
grading details, which all injures the 
self-respect of both parties.”’ 

Few men in London have more care- 
fully studied the seamy side of the life 
of the working classes than Thomas 
Holmes, author of “‘Pictures and Prob- 
lems From London) Police Courts,”’ and 
for many years a police court mission- 
ary.

If she 
fellows her husband's example, and 
akes another partner, her husband 
can have the separation order 
quashed. He can cast her off, and she 
has no further claim on him. He may 
live just as he pleases without doing 
his wife any legal wrong. But if she 

es likewise he can cast her off for 
ever. She is still jeaally his wife, but 
She has no claim on him. Things are 
not equal. 

“There should be fewer separations 
nltogether, and more facility for ai- 
vorce, but I would- insist on thorough 
inquiry before divorce was granted. 
There should be independent evidence. 
I think the inquiry might be made be- 
fore the Magistrate, and the question 
of divorce then referred to a higher 
court, 

“These separation orders are very 
largely affecting the life of the poor, 
and I am glad the Judge made his 
Statement. It is very sad to see a 
mumber of bruised women waiting in 
court to give evidence against their 
husbands.’

Louis Terminal Association 
will be asked this year to pay taxeg on 
about $15,000,000 instead of on $3,001,943.81 
as heretofore. This increase is typical 
‘of the increased valuations that the 
State Board of HBaqualization plans for 
every railroad in Missouri having ter- 
minals in St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph, and it will apply also to the 
terminal associationg of all the cities.

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Surviving Terrible Burns and Untold Agony, Wartenberger, 
Whose Invention, He Claims, Is Seven Times as Destructive 
as Dynamite, Discusses His Plans for the Future.

NEW YORK, May 2.—‘“I knew I 
would be blown up some day,” said E. 
Walter Wartenberger, an inventor of a 
high explosive, who was terribly burned 
when alone in his laboratory near East 
Chester on Good Friday. He is just 
out of Mount Vernon Hospital after en- 
during sufferings impossible even to 
imagine, for no other man, his paysi- 
cians have told him, ever lived through 

his experience. 

‘Much has been written,’’ said Mr. 
Wartenberger, ‘‘about my trying, amid 
my agony, to avoid delirium and keep 
from telling the secret of my explosive. 
A good deal of nonsense has come out 
about myself and my invention, but 
that matters nothing. I shall be at 
work again in a year. The accident 
has changed my intentions about keep- 
ing the formula of the powder a secret. 
A secret it still is, but I shall patent it 
in this and other countries and have it 
manufactured. I shall be immensely 
rich, for I ean and will break the 
Dynamite Trust.” 

‘T am not a professor,” he said, with 
a strong German accent, “not even a 
chemist, except that as a tanner I have 
to know something of that art. No 
chemist ever would have thought of 
making a high explosive out of the 
elements I have used. 

“T have a syndicate of six men be- 
hind me, the foremost railway and min- 


| ing experts. We have capital enough. 

We shall make millions. To these six 
men—no, I will not tell their names, at 
their own request—I demonstrated the 
power of my powder. To one I said,

His Estimate of Profits, 


“Within ten years my own share of 
these profits will be $8,003,000 a year.”’ 
Mr. Wartenberger did not say, “I ex-

“I have no ambition to be rich,’’ he 
said.

“It is no good as a substitute for the 
powder which propels the shell, but to 
fill the shell—well, it is seven times 
more destructive than dynamite or the 
other high explosive now in military 
use.. I don’t know just how many times 
as strong as gun cotton it is. but it is 
better for navy torpedoes, because it’s 
stable. Gun cotton is dangerous  be- 
cause it decomposes. It has to be kept 
under water and watched by every per- 
60n on the ship. Its industrial uses, 
however, are my invention’s principal 
purpose.”’

one of the most powerful finan- 

cial institutions of St. Louis—the 
fourth city of the United States and 
most highly regarded as a conservative 

Western money center—there were those 

who called it luck.  ‘‘See what money 

will do!” they exclaimed. 

Then there was another coterie of 
men—those who knew Paul Brown as 
the former. tobacco peddler, or pioneer 
traveling salesman—who merely added 
a letter to the magic word and called 
it pluck. “See what work will do!” 
they exclaimed. 
Paul Brown, who was honored by the 
men of finance who control the work- 
ings of the great business corporation 
of which he is now second in com- 
mand, started at the bottom of the 
financial ladder. 

Fifty years ago, instead of leaving a 

handsome home at 10 Washington ter- 

race to go by auto or carriage to a hand- 
some office in the midst of the money 
mart of a great city, Paul Brown would 
have awakened at dawn in the small 
room in the rear of a farmhouse, has- 
tily donned the trousers and shirt of 

a boy of 8 anq hurried to the barn with 

a milk bucket on his arm. 

His mother owned a small farm in 

Warren County, Missouri, and she and 

each of the four fatherless children did 

their dally stunt that they might live. 

There were no bidders for city corner 

lots in the family then. While it was 

not a struggle to keep the wolf from 
the door, there was nothing suggestive 
of luxury in that home. 

In this connection a sample of Mr. 

Brown's “luck” might be mentioned, 

His devotion to milk cows came chiefly 

through the tnability of his older broth- 

er to learn to milk. Some one had to 
milk, so to Paul fel] that work. " 

First Wages, 25 Cents a Day. 
Here ig the life story of Mr. Brown, 
as his friends who ascribe his success 
to pluck know it: 

He ‘was born near Eldprado, Union 

County, Ark., Aug, 20, 1848. Six ‘years 

later the mother, then a widow, moved 

to St. Charles County, Missouri, where

earned his first money away from home. 
His mother permitted him to work for 
a neighbor farmer for 25 cents a day 
cutting cornstalks, and he worked as 
long as the cornstalks held out. 

In Warren County Paul worked on 
the farm and attended the district 
school until he was 18 years of age. 
Money was not plenty then, but he 
managed to earn some by cutting wood 
and other odd jobs during play hours 
at school. One time he cut for thé 
stove a full load of rough wood for a 
carpenter who lived near the school for 
70 cents. 

At 18 he left his mother’s home to 
shift for himself. The first winter he 
boarded at a farmhouse two miles from 
Warrenton and walked to town daily to 
attend the Wesleyan College there, 
working for farmers of the neighbor- 
hood to pay his board and fees. One 
day's work was cutting corn at 15 cents 
per 16-hill square shock, and his day’s 
earnings were $33.16. 

Upon leaving school he went to Wentz- 
ville, Mo., the home of the great St. 
Ifuis tobaceo industry, and hired 
W. H. Muzzy & Co. as a traveling sales- 


man for their plug or manufactured to- 


bacco. That was in 1868. 

Traveling salesm@n in those days 
drove a wagon and delivered their goods 
as they sold them to the merchants and 
collected at the same time, returning to 
the factory when supplies were needed. 
One incident of Mr. Brown's salesman 
days shows more of his “luck.” 


Mired With Heavy Load. 


He was driving through the then 
marshy ground known as “the points,’ 
between St. Charles and Alton, when 
the wagon wheels, deep in the mud, 
struck a hidden log and the mules were 
stalled. After reviewing the situation, 
Mr. Brown pulled off his boots, rolled 
vp his trousers and got down in the 
mud. Box by box he carried his heavy 
load to the side of the road and then 
drove the mules 
with the ere wagon. Next he carried 
the boxes back to the wagon. 

Another time his wagon was caught 
in a deluge of rain that the light sheet- 
ing top would not turn and the stock be- 
came wet. Mr, Brown, then new to the 
business, was worried. He knew the 
tobacco, if the dampness penetrated the

his well-nailed boxes around in front of 
that fire to dry them before the damp- 
ness got through the boards. His em- 
pleyers later informed him he hit upon 
tie proper thing. 

His career as a salesman ended with 
an attack of typhoid fever that pros- 


trated him in Collinsville, lll, a year or 


two jater. He was removed to his moth- 
er’'s home and did not recover sufficient- 
ly to work for six months. Then he be- 
came a clerk in a géneral store in 
Wentzville. 

After a year’s close work he saved 
enough to buy a team and rented a farm 
in St. Charles County. A_year dater he 
paid $600 on a farm in Warren County 
and removed his effects. farm imple- 
ments and all, in a wagon pulled by a 
mule and a horse. This journey re- 
vealed more “‘luck.”’ 

Chief among his possessions was & 
cow with a young calf. Mr. Brown placed 
the calf in the wagon and depended 
upon mother love to keep the cow fol- 
lowing. But the mother love was not 
equal to the cow’s desire for freedom 
and she deserted. Planting time was 
near«and there was no time for a sec- 
ond trip and no one to help. So the cow 
must be caught and she was, after a 
footrace of a mile across country. 


Driving Tandem Team. 


Then the cow was tied behind the wag- 
on, but she refused to lead. After 
dragging the unwiling animal for a 
time, Mr. Brown hit upon a plan. He 
had two extra pair of driving lines in 
the wagon and. by buckling them to 
the ones he was using, made the whole 
long enough to reach from his team’s 
heads behind the cow. Then whip in 
hand he walked behind the cow, driv- 
ing her tied to the wagon and guiding 
his mule and horse with the 40-foot 
lines. He got to the new farm all right. 

Two years after this trip, Mr. Brown's 
health failed and he traded his farm 
for a half interest in a general store 
in Wentzville, His partner had married 
a well-to-do farmer's daughter and 
would rather pitch horseshoes than de- 
vise trade-winning ventures, and two 
months was enough for Mr. Brown. 
“Ten years from now I might be con- 
tent to do business your way, but I 
want money now,” he told his partner, 
The partner bought him out and con- 
tinued pitching horseshoes. 

This was in 187%, and, casting,about 
for a business opening, Mr. Brown or- 
ganized the Sherman, Lacy & Brown 
Co., for the manufacture Of tobacco, 
each member of the firm investing 

. Mr. Brown was bookkesper, buy- 
er and office manager. The first 
year their output was 45,000 unds., 
Their factory was a story-and-a-hajt 
shed that had been built for a hay. 
storage house, One year later the firm 
became Laty & Brown through the

The building 
erected for the company in St. Louis 
is now occupied by the St. Louis Cof- 
fin Co., at Eighteenth street and Chou- 
teau avenue. It was vacated as a to- 
bacco factory after Mr .Brown sold to 
the American Tobacco Co. in 1898. Ac- 
cording to the popular report at the 
time of the sale, the price paid for-this 
company organized in a Missouri vil- 
lage with $7500 capital, was $1,260,000.

‘BIG BUILDING RECORD, 





Ten Years of Activity Are 
Represented in 121 Miles 
of Frontage. 


Although ten years 
Louis was shocked by its greatest ca- 
lamity—the tornado of May 27, 19%—in 
the last decade it has passed through a 
period of building activity not only the 
most remarkable in its own history, but 
also approaching closely the records 
made by the biggest cities of the world 
in the extraordinary periods of their 
growth. 

These ten bustling years of building 
activity are represented in an equivalent 
of 121 solid miles of building frontage, 
erected at an estimated cost of $129,094,- 
°200. These figures are double the _ re- 
cords of any other period of ten years 
in the history of St. Louis. 

Ahn idea of what these 121 miles of 
building frontage mean may be obtained 
by imagining that all of the buildings 
erected in St. Louis since the tornado 
were placed side by side without any 
yard room between. The varied collec- 
tion of factories, office buildings, 
dences, hotels and every form of struc- 
ture seen within the city limits, would 
stretch from St. Louis to Jefferson 
City. 

d, if these many 
placed in some manner 
other, reaching far into 
then the gigantic pillar were to topple 
over, there would be a line of debris 
that would reach to Chicago and the 
building on the top of the pillar would 
probably go over the Windy City sev- 
eral miles. Or, if a line of bulldings had 
been built along the 20 miles of the St. 
Louis water front and then another line 
placed upon these and s0 on until all 
the buildings erected tn the ten years 
had been exhausted, there would be an 
-jmmense wall in front of the city, 
miles long and about 200 feet high. 

Features of the Activity. 

But it not only the number 
bnildings erected during this period that 
hA@s made it remarkable. The wonder- 
ful building activity has been featured 
by certain developments that have been 
the subject of much commeft in build- 
ing circles throughout the country. 

The era of flats the rapid evolution of 
Olive street, the sudden switching of 
old estab fShed business centers,.the de- 
velopment of ®he fashionable resident 
colonies in the West End, and tlre present 
skyscraper movement, have made _ the 
growth of St. Louis during the last de- 
cade an interesting study to the student 
of municipal expansion. 

Exactly what constituted the direct 
Cause. of this building renaissance is a 
matter of dispute. But Building Com- 
missioner James Smith holds the tor- 
nado to be indirectly responsibie for 
the activity that tollowed close upon 
its heels. 

“The city at the time. the 
struck it,” said Mr. Smith to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘Was in a sluggish 
fondition as far as building was con- 
cerned. The downtown market was 
practically. dead. There was a fair 
@mount of resident building on the 
South Side. But the ciity as a whole 
geemed to be dozing. 

“The storm seemed to have the same 
effect of the city that a small bullet 
thas in the hide of a dozing elephant, 
Tt shuddered a little, looked around, 
And then got up and made progress in 
a definite direction.’ 

Of course, the tornado, although 
will always be known as a great ca- 
lamity, was no more than a very se- 
Were shock. The district to which its 
perious destruction was confined was 
limited, and whatever discouragement 
Swas felt in the unaffected parts of the 
city was more that of sympathy than 
of direct loss and inconvenience. 
: ‘One arm of the spectacular 
swept across the river in a southwest- 
erly direction, swung up the Mill Creek 
Walley and then laid low the beautiful 
istrict around Lafayette Park. It was 
here that the wind that came from the 
northwest swung down on this district 
and made the destruction more com- 
plete. 

' In one way this district offered more 
ehances for the tornado to injure the 
ity than any other section of the town. 
‘Just at this time here was a boom in 
he building of residences on the South 
Bide. There were many magnificent 
dwellings going up along Grand avenue 
* pnd it seemed as if the South Side 

were destined to become one of the 
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most beautiful resident districts in the 
city. 

But the storm halted the progress the 
Sout’: Side was making. It was not only 
a hait, but also in a majority of in- 
Stances a complete stop, as many of 
the owners of: the residences. who suf- 
fered a complete loss because they had 
no insurance found themselves unable 
to rebuild. As a result, many houses 
were patched up in one way or another 
and remodeled. 

Yet, while the South Side was making 
its uphill struggle ‘to maintain the pres- 
tige of its resident districts, a new era 
began in the West End. 

Before the disaster there hrd been 
many beautiful resident districts in the 
West End. Cabanne place and Clemens 
place had been in existence for a num- 
ber of years. Westmoreland and Port- 
land places had received a fair start. 
But nothing of a particularly enthusi- 
astic nature had been done in the build- 
ing line west of King’s highway. 

Hiardly had the city adjusted itself 
after the catastrophe than the booming 
days of the West End began. Cab- 
anne place expanded from a thorough- 
rare into a district, which was referred 
to as “Cabanne"’ simply. 

The wealth of the city began leaving 
old Vandeventer place and Lindell and 
Washington boulevards for Westmore- 
land and Portland places. These beau- 
tiful tracts in a short time 
were most valuable dwelling 
property West End. As a conse- 
quence they were built up with beau- 
tiful residences of the wealthiest citi- 
zens. During the World's Fair several 
well-known cosmopolitans said they 
considered Westmoreland and Portland 
places to be among the most beautiful 
residence districts in the world. 

It was at this time also that oppor- 
tunities for continuing Lindell boule- 
vard alongside the park were appre- 
ciated. This boulevard was called Lin- 
dell terrace. Although it is yet in its 
infancy, there. are several dwellings 
which face on Blair's statue of as 
beautiful construction as any in West- 
moreland and Portland places. More- 
Kingsbury place, and the west- 
ern extensions of Westminster place, 
Washington and Delmar boulevards, 
received a wonderful impetus. It looked 
as if the whole city were moving west. 

Neither was thiS movement confined 
to the wealthier classes. An even more 
noteworthy movement of the middle 
began at the same time,

On either side of Forest Park new 
streets stretched farther and farther 
west. Whole districts seemed to spring 
up Almost in a night. The cars from 
downtown began wearing ‘‘Through’’ 
signs, which meant that they were tak- 
ing their passengers out to new dis- 
tricts that had reached out to meet the 
suburbs. If you rode on an Olive 
‘Through’ car, you no longer found the 
crowd of passengers thinning out before 
you reached King’s highway. If you 
stayed on the car long enough you 
found that most of them got off in the 
60 and 7) hundreds. 

This started the era of flats, in which 
department of building St. Louis led the 
country for two years. Long rows of 
these convenient houses lined either side 
of blocks on blacks of the new districts. 

The southern and the southwestern 
portions of the city led in the erection 
of fiats. In fact, it was with this style 
of building that the South Side seemed 
to awake from the stupor into which 
it had been thrown by the _ tornado. 
During the last two years the Building 
Commissioner's office has been flooded 
for permits for this type of structure. 
Not only was their popularity noticeable 
in the southern portion of the city dnd 
in the far northwestern districts, but 
around King’s highway on Berlin avenue, 
and McPherson avenue and other ma- 
tured residence districts flats went 
steadily up. 

This boom in the West End residence 
building reached its climax last year, 
as did the era of flat construction. In 
19% the number of all kinds of resi- 
dences constructed was double the num- 
ber of those erected during the booming 
days of preparation for the World’s 
Fair in 1905, and the ratio of flat con- 
struction in the same year was as 7 to 
l. The figures covering the two years 
are as follows:

Meanwhile the downtown district be- 
gan showing new signs of life. The 
money the real estate men had made 
in the West End began making its way 
into real estate investments in the 
financial district. This was supple- 
mented by investments of the different 
St. Loulsans who had madé& money 
during the World's Fair and who chose 
to put their money in real estate. 


Evolution of Olive Street. 


The evolution of Olive street was one 
of the imovortant and most widely ap- 
preciated effects of the West End move- 
ment. 

Washington avenue had been the 
great business street. But the people 
who began living away out in the West 
End found it inconventlent to use the 
Washington avenue car lines, which 
switched some distance northwest of 
Grand avenue. 

Olive street, with its straight car line 
running out into the very heart of the 
newly awakened West End, naturally 
fell heir to most of the advantages pos- 
sessed by Washington avenue. 

Olive street became the main artery, 
not only of the downtown district, but 
also of practically the whole central 
Strip of the city from the river out be- 
yond King’s highway. - 

It began draining the business of the 
downtown district. Consequently, from 
being used as a passenger traffic street, 
it suddenly became a business street of 
wonderful opportunities. 

Discerning real estate men were quick 
to realize what the new movement 
meant. Business houses, shops, stores, 
hotels and boarding houses, sprang up 
along Olive street along its entire 
length. It was soon not only a connect- 
ing link between the business district 
and the West End, but also a business 


district in itself. The evolution of Olive 
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factories has been rather at a stand- 
still, as a result, it is held, of the 
bridge arbitrary. 

But the most important movement of 
all, which has just begun, is in the 
heart of the Gowntown district. St. 


Louis has never been very far to the 
front in its skyscrapers and big office 
buildings. In.the nast two or three 
months, however, plans have been 
drawn for nearly a score of large struc- 
tures that will not only mean a new 
era for downtown real estate, but also 


it is in the last year that Vandeven- 
ter avenue has taken such gigantic 


strides. At the intersection of Olive 
street and Vandeventer avenue there is 
now an atmosphere of bustle and en- 
terprise that seems to spell the future 
of the street. 


Following the building up of this ar- 
tery, cross-street business centers be- 
gan switching. Instead of the westward 
movement taking gradual strides, it be- 
gan in irregular jumps. Jefferson ave- 
nue began developing, while Eighteenth 
Street and Twelfth street seemed to be 
ata standstill. Then Grand avenue had 
its day of glory, which seemed to have 
faded somewhat. Now it is Vandeven- 


Then, there have been movements:on 
the North Side and the southeastern 
part of town. These, however, have not 
been so regular as to be’ easily appre- 
ciated or understood. The building of 








will mark the beginning of new finan- 
cial centers. 

From present indications it looks as if 
Fourth street will soon be as famous in 
St. Louis as Wall street in New York. 
All the big financial institutions are man 
ifesting a great eagerness to get on or 
as near Fourth street as possible. 


Another feature of the period which 
affects the West End as well as the 
downtown district is the hotel and 
apartment house movement. The World's 
Fair gave a good start to these build- 
ings. It sems as if capitalists here are 





something more than patriotic institu- 
tions, judging from the number that are 
now going up. And at present we have 
in the West several of the finest hotels 
in the country. 

All this has been done in ten years. 
Students of building conditions say that 
it, Is only a prelude to a wonderful 
growth of the city.

MANY STRANGE DEMANDS 





Want Upper House Abolished, 
and Country’s’ Lands Di- 
vided Among Peasants. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 26.—The Em- 
peror of Russia, in a speech delivered 
by Premier Goremykin, refused the de- 
mands made upon him by the Lower 
House of Parliament in answer to the 
address from the Throne. The House at 
once voted to ask for the ministry’s 


resignation. 
Some of the demands would appear 


radical even in a republic. The Emperor 
refused the demanded general amnesty 
for political prisoners. He declared that 
he would not, as demanded, abolish the 
_ Upper House or Council of Empire, be- 
cause the fundamental law provided for 
it. He asserted plainly that he could 
not, as demanded, confiscate the prop- 
erty of landed proprietors to divide it 
among the peasants, but asserted a 
willingness to use court appendages for 
this purpose. A number of other un- 
reasonable demands met a like fate. 
The House was more crowded than 
on the opening day. 


Silence Greeted Speech. 


All present were aware that the re- 
sponse would be a refusal and reso- 
lutions expressing lack of confidence 
in the Government by the Constitu- 
tional Democrats and the labor party 
had been drafted in advance. 

The members sat stolidly silent 
during the reading, and when _ the 
Premier had finished and bowed to 
the assembly not a murmur of ap- 
proval was heard throughout the 
House, where the pages immediately 
began to distribute printed copies of 
the speech, 

M. Roditcheff,' the leader of the 
Constitutional Democrats, immediate- 
ly mounted the rostrum to reject in 
behalf of his party the Government's 
reply. With burning words he flung 
down the guantlet to the Government. 

M. Roditcheff turned toward the 
benches occupied by the Ministry, 
and, with arm outstretched, menac- 
ingly declared, “It is not the Gov. 
ernment, but the representatives of 
the people here, who must decide 
what #s best for Russia.’ 

When M. Roditcheff ended the 
members were wild with enthusiasm. 

M. Roditcheff concluded with a de- 
mand for the retirement of the bureau- 
-eratie Cabivet and e creation of a re- 
sponsible Ministry from the _ people's 
representatives, The members sprang 
to their feet and for three minutes wild- 
ly cheered him and his speech. 

The house then, with only seven dis- 
sentients, voted demanding the resigna- 
tion of the Ministry and its replacement 
by a Cabinet composed of members 
chosen from those enjoying the confi- 
dence of the majority of the Lower 
House of Parliament. 


Trouble Intensified. 


Instead of acting as a sedative, the 
assembling of Parliament has _ been 
marked by an alarming increase in rev- 
olutionary agitation and terroristic ac- 
tivity on the one hand and of Black 
Hundred activity on the other. The ex- 
tremists of both sides are divided into 
two hostile camps and both are arming. 

Sanguinary conflicts continue to be 
reported. A sequel to the clash on 
Archangel Square here, two days ago, 
when the Black Hundreds fired 50 re- 
volver shots, killing one man and se- 
riously wounding three, came last 
night, when a Black Hundred man 
who parttcipated in the affair was 
waylaid and murdered by social revo- 
lutionists.

RHYOLIVE, Nev., May 2%.—H. W. 
Boyer, a mining man of Geldfield, while 
on a prospecting trip to the Funeral 
range became lost, wandered into Death 
Valley and narrowly escaped death from 
thirst and hunger. Mr. Boyer has ar- 
rived in camp here, and that he lives 
to tell the tale is perhaps due to the 
fact that through the trying ordeal, 
while suffering the tortures of many 
torments, he never lost his presence of 
mind and never gave over his fixed 
determination to reach a place of safe- 
ty. 

He was onthe desent for two days 
ang three nights and covered a distance 
of 75 miles, 15 of which lay across a salt 
marsh hitherto considered impassable. 


His story is: 
“I left Greenwater in the Funeral 


range early one morning without taking 
either food or water, intending to pros- 
pect southwest, turn north, pass the 
Clark camp, and finish up the day’s 
journey at the Kunze camp, the whole 
distance including not more than seven 
or eight miles. 
Lost in Snowstorm, 


“A blinding snowstorm, however, came 
up early in the forenoon, and I lost my 
bearings by following a canyon, which 
opens out into Death Valley, where 
even at this season of the year the 


heat is terrific. 
“In the distance, across a salt marsh, 


I could see a line of mesquite which 1 
mistook for Furnace Creek, where 1 
knew food and drink awaited. 
avoid making a detour of miles and 
miles, I determined to cross the slough, 
and lucky for me I was unaware that 
among prospectors this feat is regarded 


as impossible. 

“It was late in the afternoon of the 
first day when I reached the marsh and 
I determined to camp there for the 
night before making an attempt to 
cross. While in the range I had found 
a pool of water in the rocks which 
helped me a great deal, but even at this 
‘time my thirst was overpowering. My 
first attempt at crossing the marsh 
the next morning was far from encour- 
aging. I sank to my knees in the mud 
and water and it was with difficulty 
that I succeeded in extricating myself. 

‘“T soon found that my only hope lay 
in a zigzag. route, confining my journey 
to the solid places. Late in the alfter- 
noon of the second day I reached to 
within 300 yards of the farther shore, 
when the blocks gave out, and it was up 
to me to either brave the muddy 
depths or retrace my steps. It looked 
to me like a case of die anyway, and 
I chose the former. 


Reaches Trees; No Water. 
Strapping my boots to my back and 


to avoid sinking as much as possible, 
I desperately plunged in and after a 
most exhausting effort I succeeded in 
reaching solid ground. Regaining my 
strength somewhat, & made for the 
mesquite range, only to find that Fur- 
nace Creék was not there. I camped for 
the night and _  =~started early next 
morning. 

“The last day’s journey was torture 
which no human  0being can depict. 
Footsore, my tongue swollen and 
arched, and with fast failing strength, 
f araaeed myself forward in the direc- 
tion I thought Furnace Creek lay. 

“Once I came upon a puddle of rain 
water. It was five or six inches deep 
and five or six feet long. , I tried to 
drink the water, but it was thick with 
mud and nauseating. Then like a hog 
I wallowed in it. While lying there I 
went to sleep and slept for more than 
an hour. This did me much good, for 
the evaporation of my body had a cool- 
ing effect and I (felt much refreshed 
when I awoke. 

“About 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
more dead than alive, I reached Fur- 
nace Creek, almost completely ex- 
hausted. I do not believe I could have 
lived another hour, and strange to re- 
late I was not hungry, but the pangs 
of thirst were above every other form of 
suffering I experienced. I lost 18 pounds, 
and I never expect to be so near death 
again until the final summons 
comes.”’

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He Will Present Two of Gor- 
din’s Plays at the 
Century.

Says Jacob P. Adler, the greatest liv- 
ing Yiddish actor: ‘‘Work, hard work, 
acting is, but it is one of the most pleas- 
ant sensations in the world to know 
that the message you have for the audi- 
ence is carried, delivered, and interpret- 
ed by yourself. I have given my life to 
be able to make men and women abhor 
that which is evil and love, nay, wor- 
ship, that which is right. The actor who 
wants to do such a thing can do it bet- 
ter than anyone else.”’ 

These few words are the keynote to 


the art of Adler, who will be seen in 
two performances Sunday, June 3, at the 
Century. Jacob Adler has been on the 
Yiddish stage for over thirty years. 
Those who know anything about the 





Jewish stage, even of today, not to say 


‘anything about olden days, will under- 


stand what it means. Only the utmost 
enthusiasm for the art of acting could 
keep a man _ struggling for so many 
years and not give up the game. Acting 
for 30 years on the Yiddish stage means 
almost martyrdom. The audiences are 
small, limited, critical and too poor to 
be profitable, although they want the 
best. But Adler struggled with the faith 
of a prophet and with the strength of a 
fanatic. 

Born in Odessa, Jan. 1, 1855, Jacob Ad- 
ler was sent to the best Russian schools 
apd afterwards to the university. In 
1875, when he entered upon his universi- 
ty career, an event happened that turned 
his thoughts to the stage. A company 
of Yiddish actors came from Roumania, 
the birthplace of the Yiddish stage, and 
Adler, who saw them play, was very 
much impressed and became enthusias- 
tic about the Yiddish stage. He began 
to love .the stage,’ talk of it and see in 
it his future. With other youths he or- 

ganized amateur theatricals and took 

Sarions parts until, by the absence of a 
tragedian whose place he was compelled 
to take, he found his specialty. In 1878 
he made his first appearance on the pro- 
fessional Yiddish stage. With this the

era of struggle against prejudices, mis- 
ery, persecution and, worst of all, petty 
jedliousy, began. 

The Russian Government, with suspli- 
cion, turned its attention to the Yiddish 
stage that began to gain popularity. 
The representatives of czarism feared 
that propaganda for freedom might be 
carried on by aid of the Yiddish stage, 
and prohibited the presentation of Yid- 
dish plays. The company in which Ad- 
ler played went to-London, where they 
received scant welcome in the east 
side. They were pioneers, and, like ¢ 
pioneers, had to struggle to pave the 
way. After five years of want. dis- 
cOuragement and costly experiences, 
Jacob Adler came, in 1888, to New York. 
Here he began anew. His fame had 
traveled over the ocean. He was wel- 
comed. But beyond the applause there 
was nothing. There were not enough 
Yiddish-speaking theater goers to re- 
ward well the talen of the favorite 
actor. He could have left the stage and 
studied law or become a merchant, like 
other actors did. But he had a message 
to deliver. He wanted to see the Yid- 
dish stage raised to the level of the 
French and English stage. 

Now, as he is over 630 and looks back 
upon his career, he is happy, as he sees 
Yiddish theater goers demanded each 
more. Today, old as he is, he sstill 
works hard. Every new role he plays 
he studies out carefully. This means a 
great deal if it is remembered that in 
his career Adler has played about HW 
different parts. There was a time when 
the Yiddish theatergoers demanded each 
night a different play,-and the request 
hag to be granted or the theater re- 
mained deserted. 

In 190% the event of Adler’s career 
came. He was invited to present Shy- 
lock ou the American stage. He had 
played the part in Yiddish repeatedly. 
An American theater manager saw him 
once in the famous play and wanted the 
Yiddish ood gg to present it to the Ameri- 
can public? But Adler was too old to 
undertake the study of English. He 
agreed to play with an American com- 
pany, where every player but he spoke 
the lines in. English. The audience did 





not understand a word of what he said, 
but they read bis facial expression, his 
estures, and that was enough. Adler 





nterprets Shylock as a martyr, an 
avenger of wrongs done against him and 
his people. 

At the Century Adler will 
two of Jacob Gordin’s plays, ‘‘The 
Stranger,’’ ut the matinee, and ‘The

WOULDN'T SELL HIS SOUL 





Says Trinity Gave Rockefeller 
His Idea of Trust Or- | 
* ganization. 
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‘BRIBERY CHIEF - WEAPON 
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Corrupted Railway Clerks Re- 
port Independent Shipments 
So Prices Can Be Out. 





BY SAMUEL WILLIAMS. 
A Stat’ Writer for the New York 
World and the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, May 26. 
VIDENTLY John D. Rockefel- 
ler must have conceived the 
organization of the Standard 
Oil Co. on the accepted theory of the 
Trinity. His manifest practicality leads 
one to believe that his mind turned to 
the most perfect example of controlling 
large interests, and that he established 
‘the three-in-one idea, placing himself 
at the head and Rogers and Archbold in 
the next two lower places. On the steps 
sit the lesser satellites."’ 

A calm, keen and clear-headed man 
sitting in the luxury of a Broadway 
modern hotel made this observation. For 
19 years John P. Gruet gave his life to 
the Standard Oil Co. Then his soul and 
conscience were demanded; he declined 
to yleld them up. 

Starting in the citadel at 26 Broadway, 
he later went to St. Louls and became 
secretary of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co., 
that great and enormously profitable 
subsidiary corporation over which At- 
torney-General Hadley of Missouri re- 
cently fought and defeated the oil 
kings in New York. 

The Standard binds its men to atrict- 
est secrecy and holds them terrified 
even after retirement. No man in high 
position has ever before told of what 
goes on behind the closed doors. Mr, 
Gruet is the first to break silence and 
tell the story of the kingdom of oil. 

‘‘Perhaps,”’ he added, ‘“‘the three are 
in training to take a hang in ruling the 
hereafter as well as the, ‘sent and de- 
throne the reigning odcupants in their 
positions and authority. 

“The Standard system of today that 
camps around the throne of the trinity 
is managed by an executive committee 
to whom auxiliary committees report. 
The members of this committee are Wil- 
liam Réckefeller, John D. Archbold, H. 
H./Rogers, James A. Moffett, Walter 

nnings, Frank Q. Barstow, W. H. 

ilford and C. M. Pratt. 


John D. a “Consulting Engineer.” 
“John D Rockefeller now is simply a 


consulting engineer. Up to a few 
years ago he was active in business. 
He was the controlling influence in the 
whole system. The executive committee 
dealt then merely with details. He had 
veto power and changed arbitrarily any- 
thing he did not like. Increase of busi- 
ness, advancing years and various othtr 
reasons made it necessary to divide re- 
sponsibilities, which were assumed 
chiefiy by William Rockefeller, H. H.

“All of these were strong-minded men 
with firm opinions, but they agreed to a 
majority rule and all submitted to it. 
Yet within their respective lines each 
of these men is absolute. They have 
taken other younger men into the coun- 
cil and, with them, make up the ruling 
powers of the system. 

“The greatest secrecy surrounds the 
executive committee. Its sessions are 
behind closed doors. No one knows 
what is done save by the results. Those 
who might be called junior members are 
Moffett, Jennings, Pratt and Barstow. 
Jennings and Pratt have risen because 
of the large interests inherited from 
their fathers. Moffett and Barstow 
came up through 40ng service in the 


ranks. 
‘Under this executive committee are 


various other committees with direct 
charge over the branches of the busi- 
ness. Among the most important of 
these that come in close relation with 
the people are the domestic and for- 
eign trades committees. They have 
supervision of selling ofl throughout the 
world. A vast organization of field 
heads and sub-managers is under them.

It drives out of 
business the independent dealers. Its 
members are the men who cut rates to 
ruin; any competition that threatens to 
make serious inroads om the Standard’s 
monopoly. They give the orders for the 
underhand methods that reach into 
every village and hamlet. 
Committees That Work. 

“There are numerous other commit- 
tees, each with its specific branch of 
the business to look after. The Crude 
Off Committee handles the production of 
the various flelds; purchases it at prices 
arbitrarily fixed in New. York; turns the 
oll over, to the pipe lines for transpor- 
tation to the refineries, where it is pre- 
pared for the market. All these other 
departments make ready the finished 
product for the Domestic Trades Com- 
mittee to sell to the people and drive out 
competition. 

“The Standard has come very near to 
maintaining its absolute monopoly, but 
with the opening of new producing 
fields, such as Texas, Kansas, Oklaho- 
| independent 


refineries are springing up,, and _ inde- 
pendent dealers in the finished products 
are starting in many cities and entering 
into open competition with the long- 
standing ‘benefactor of mankind.’ 

“T use this phrase advisedly, for all 
the great leaders of the trust believe, or 
profess to believe, that they conduct a 
great moral institution based on the 
democratic idea of the greatest good to 
the greatest number. In this particu- 
lar case, however, they reserve the right 
to nominate who constitute the great- 
est number. Up to the present time the 
vote has been unanimous for thetn- 


selves.”’ 

‘In your long connection with the 
company you undoubtedly became fa- 
miliar with many secret methods. Can 
you give definitely and unqualifiedly 
a single example of any one of the 
many things denounced in public gen- 
eralities?’’ 

Mr. Gruet did not hesitate. 

When he made up his mind to speak 
at all he fortified himself with evi- 
dence to prove his statements. He ran 
over three or four different subjects 
to pick out one that would be simple to 
all readers. Then he replied: 


An Example of Its Methods. 


“Attorney-General Hadley in his se- 
cret examination of Standard officials 
had but one fact to establish and that 
was ownership by the trust and cer- 
tain alleged independent companies. 
He merely touched legally upon the 
methods by which control of trade is 
maintained by the trust. He did not 
go into the crushing out of competi- 
tion, the ruin of dealers, the subsidiz- 
ing of railroad employes and the com- 
bination with higher railroad officials. 
I think I can throw some light on such 
affairs. 

“For 80 years I was secretary of the 
Waters-Pierce Ofl Co. in St. Louis. Mr. 
Hadley forced out the testimony that 
showed how this concern was a secret 
branch of the Standard, controlling the 
trade of the Southwest and of Mexico, 
an enormous territory. So I can speak 
from direct knowledge of transactions 
up to last year. From the many n- 
volved transactions of business I will 
give the one of subsidizing railroad 
employes for an ‘example of under- 
ground methods. 

“It was the custom to have in our 
employ a man to whom was furnished 
every month a sum of money to dis- 
tribute among minor clerks and em- 
loyes of the railroads in our territory. 
n return, he made records of shipments 
to and from independent companies.

“Forewarned of a coming consign- 
ment, we notified our agent at the point 
affected to be prepared and take pre- 


ing oil at a certain figure per 1000 
miles run by the car or locomotive. 
In return, the oil company agrees to 
give the railroad a certain amount of 
its freight. These secret agreements 
have variousS written or unwritten 
clauses that prove mutually profitable 
and shut out every competitor. 

“How far they will bear investigat- 
ing is gor the authorities to find out. 
But what chance for fair trade has an 
independent of] déaler under such cir- 
cumstances? All open competition is 
cut off. He cannot sell his product to 
the railroads, even though he make 
advantageous terms, and his freight 
has to suffer because of the favored 
customer, 


“Let me cite a @efinite instance of 
what an independent has to endure 
from the railroads. I have the data of 
a shipment of a:tank of independent 
naphtha from Toledo, O., to St. Louis, 
Mo. The car was two days on the way 
from Toledo to East St. Louis, a dis- 
tance of several hundred miles. But to 
get it across the Mississippi River 
bridge from East St. Louis to the con- 
signee’s éstablisnhment, a distance of 
perhaps five miles, required two weeks. 
Knowing the game, I think the con- 
_ was lucky to have gotten it at 
all. 

“The men who rule the Standard ha.é 
wealth and position, but not honor 
among their fellow men. Why has the 
world withheld honor, the one thing 
that is bestowed only when well earned” 
The conditions under which ol] became 
one of the necessities of life were nat- 
urally such that honor was the certain 
reward that would be unstintingly giv- 
en to the man who utilized a natural 
product for the good of tnankind, 

“When the new earth product was 
found, John D. Rockefeller put into n0- 
tion the methods of utilizlag for the 
benefit of the p le what rature gave. 
Then why is the® world’s good opinion 
lacking when this master Jeveluped to 
the full this new sontribution? 

‘“‘Money is the answer. Greed of gain 
came-upon the scene and the struggle 
began to get all of nature’s xzift within 
the control of self and !evy tribuie on 
the world that would makes riches 
quickly, regardless of the rights of 
man.’’

WEED EXPERT IS 
AFTER COTTON PEST. 


Johnson Grass Is a Great Worry 


in Texas, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EL PASO, Tex., May 26.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has undertaken an 
energetic campaign for the eradication of 
Johnson grass, a plant that its doing 
more harm in cotton fields than even tne 
famous boll weevil. J. gs. Cates, who is 
in charge of the campaign against nox- 
ious weeds in Texas, Louisiana and 
Mississippi, is in El Paso studying the 
conditions In the surrounding cotuntry. 

A decade ago Johnson grass was in- 
troduced into Texas from northern 
States, as it was considered good hay 
zrass, and since then it has done so 
much damage in the cotton flelds-that 
the Department of Agriculture a yedr 
an investigation into its 
life history with a view of eradicating 
it. Experiments were conducted by Mr, 
Cates at Columbus, Texas, and it was 
found that the best way to get rid of 
the pest was by pulling the roots and 
shoots out by means of an undergruvund 
rake. The experiments will be continued 
this fall on a large scale in several 
Texas points

Episcopal and Catholic Prelates 
Work Together for Their 
Schools. 





NEW MEASURE POPULAR 





Walsh Gives Facts on Present 
System in the United 
' Kingdom. 


GORDON’S VIEW OF KERRY 





Origin of Now Popular Term, 
“Boycott,” and Its 
Story. 





BY RICHARD D. WALSH, 

For the first time since the Reforma- 
tion the Church of England and of 
Rome find themselves in unison. The 
question on which they agree is opposi- 
tion to the Education Bill just intro- 
duced by the English Minister of Edu- 
cation. This bill is exciting extraordi- 
nary interest in the British Isles, al- 





though it does not apply to the educa- 
tional systems of Scotland or Ireland. 
Ireland's interest in the bill is due to 
the fact that the overwhelming major- 
ity ‘of the Catholic school children of 
Eng.and are Irish, either by birth or 
descent. 

The elementary education of England 
and Wales is now given under two sys- 
tems, viz. chureh schools and board 
schools. Church schools’ give special 
religious instruction, each denomination 
having its own schools, its own teach- 
ers and imparting its own catechism and 
creed and form of prayer. These schools 
educate nearly three millions of children. 

On the other hand board schools sup- 
ply only knowledge of the Bible, ele- 
mentary Christianity, and educate about 
two million children. Under the pres- 
ent regime both schools receive State 


aid. 

The system proposed by Mr. Birrell, 
the English Minister of Education, puts 
and end to all State aid to church 
schools, and thus n@ public money will 
be devoted to the teachings of any dis- 
tinctive religion. England is adopting 
French methods in this education bill. 
This is shown by the fact that existing 
church schools in order to obtain finan- 
cial support must abandon their re- 
ligious character. The new system—pro- 
posed in the bill—abolishes all religious 
tests, and hereafter teachers will be ap- 
pointed without regard to religious opin- 
jons. 

The Catholic Archbishop of Westmin- 
ster and the bishops of the Catholic 
Church in England are strongly opposed 
to the bill, but it is supported by the 
Nonconformist body and the labor mem- 
bers in Parliament, and there is little 
doubt that it will pass, virtually as it 
has been proposed. 


Gordon's View of Kerry. 


In John Redmond's” speech on the 
budget he called attention to Gen, Gor- 
don’s remarks on the condition of Kerry 


when that celebrated warrior was a vis- 
itor to that quarter of the Green Isle. 
It will be interesting to reproduce ‘‘Chi- 
nese Gordon's’ words on the condition 
of the Kingdom of Kerry when he visit- 
ed it.

After Cutting Trade of

AUSTIN, Tex., May 19.—A delegation 
of foundry men attending the meeting 
for the purpose of effecting a State or- 
ganization, appeared before the State 
Penitentiary Board to discuss an ar- 
rangement wig-reby they could buy the 
surplus output of pig iron. manufactured 
at the Rusk Penal Iron Foundry. The 
matter was thoroughly talked over and 
finally an arrangement was reached 
whereby the Texas foundry men will buy 
the output and thus to a considerable 
extent keep the State from -being in the 
market with the finished product. This 
appeared to be satisfactory to the foun- 
dry men. 

The delegation was headed by W. S. 
Mosher of las, president of the Tex- 





position that the State production on 
the open market would injure the foun- 

dry men. 
Financial Agent Wortham of the Pen- 
itentiary said that the State was open 
to negotiations to sell its pig tron. That 
unless an arrangement could be made 
the State would have to continue the 
manufacture of sash weights, water 
pipes and sad irons. 

Mr. Mosher said that whHe a year ago 
his firm manufactured 40 per cent of 
sad irons, now this was reduced to 5 
per cent.

In all the mixture of Oriental and Oc- 
cidental languages three familiar sounds 
were heard everywhere. They were 
“America” and ‘Sheridan’ and ‘“Sher- 
ring.”” America beat all the world com- 
bined: Of twenty-one athletic events on 
the Olympic program of track and field 
sports, we won eleven. And our total 
score of 75 points overwhelmed Sweden, 
second on the list, by nearly three to 
one. So it was no wonder that even 
Turks and Egyptians heard of us before 
the clash was over. 

Sheridan a Hero. 


As for ‘“‘Sheri-dan"’ (the Greeks split 
his name jn two and accented the first 
syllable), Martin was a hero in his own 
right. He was the heaviest point win- 
aer, bringing in two firsts and three sec- 
ondg (19 points), with Ewry and, Pil- 
grim tying for second at ten each. And 
Sheridan threw the discus farther than 
any living Greek had ever seen it thrown 
before—enough to make him a hero in 
this land where the discus is almost a 
fetish. 

Sherring, winner of the Marathon, 
was almost a god among the Greeks 
after the event. Even from the country 
towns and distant. mountain places 
Greek. peasants poured into Athens and 
crowded the streets just to look at him 
as he. passed; As a Canadian, coming 
from far “Amerika,” Sherring was 
classed with our American team by the 
Greeks, rather than wiih the British ag- 
gregation. 

A Hard Luck Start. 

To go back to the beginning of things, 
it is almost amazing that our team 
made such a great showing. All 
through the 17 days of our trip from 
New York to Athens luck seemed to be 
against us, and the reign of unfortunate 
circumstances held until the first Ameri- 
can flag announced the first American 
victory in the Stadium, 

To begin—we left New York May 43, 
‘steaming out over a sea as smooth as 


‘A83s, . 

On the Sth, the weather still calm and 
beautiful, our first disaster came—sud- 
den and unexpected as an en.thquake 
shocks. 

A number of the Barbarossa’s passen- 
gers, including several ladies. had been 
forward. As they returned Jim Mitch- 
el, Bornaman, Sheridan, Harvey Cohn, 
Kerrigan and Harry Hillman went up 
in the bow. They were standing there, 
talking and wishing for a swell big 
enough to rock the steamer, when sud- 
denly Sheridan suddenly exclaimed: 

“Took! There comes a beaut!"’

Two minutes after leaving our car- 
riages we were told Sat San Francisco 
had been totally Gegtroyed by a fear- 
ful earthquake with a loss of 2Wv,vw 
lives.

This Was a Nervous Time. 


It was with much anxiety that we 
turned out On April 2%. Mitchell was 
unable to compete. Hillman still limped. 
Parsons and Moulton telt weak trom 
their sickness, Others were out of con- 
dition still from the hardships of the 
long trip. lit was rumored that Eng- 
land’s team was a world-beater. 

Kirst thing in the morning came the 
discus throw from a circe. Martin 
Sheridan met Giorgantas, the Greek; 
Jaervinen, a huge Finn, who looked 
like the Faranese Hercules brought to 
life, and 30 others from nearly as 
many countries. The event was held 
in the gymnasium, not the Staidon. 

Sheridan’s first throw would have 
won, but with each effort he raised it a 
trifle. His last was best—about ‘136 feet. 
The Greek discus is a little lighter than 
ours. 

Giorgantas, the big Greek, had been 
counted a sure winner. Sheridan's first 
throw rattled him, and it was only by 
a desperate effort that Giogantas beat 
the Finn out for second place. The 
Greek was a poor sport. After winning 
Sheridan walked over to shake hands 
with him, and Giorgantas sullenly re- 
fused. 


Greek Soldier Waved Old Glory. 


This winning of the first event put 
heart into the team. There were no 
American flags at the gymnasium, but 
Mrs. Connolly handed a smal] one to a 
Greek soldier, who stepped out in front 
of the crowd and waved it to announce 
Sheridan's victory. The people packed 
along the walls nearly up to the temple 
of Jupiter Olympus near by cheered and 
x Oe ie pa Mn ges their hands.

The Wonderful Stadion. 


And what a marvel that Stadion is. 
We have nothing in America that com- 
pares with it. Harvard’s Stadion on 
soldier's Field is a mere lean-to-a- 
shack beside it. Harvard’s Stadion 
might be erected in the middle of it 
anu hardly attract your notice. 

The Stadion is all white marble. 
There is an infield and a cinder track, 
then a marble wall, the marble walk 
wide as the sidewaik before the Pulit- 
zer Builaing; another wall, and then 
the terraced seats run up to the sky 
like a mountainside. The Stadion is 
horseshoe shaped. Hach row of seats 
around it is nearly haif a mile long. 

One day 1 climbed to the top row. and 
looked down. imagine standing at the 
top of the Pulitzer Building and gaz- 
ing below over tiers of seats, sloping 
to the base of the City Hall; starting 
again at the other side of that build- 
ing and slanting up to the roofs of the 
tallest buildings on Broadway, and 
you'll have an idea of the Stadion’s im- 
mensity. Above it on both sides the 
hiiis tower. ‘To the east the rocky slope 
runs up for a clear 2W yards. 

At 3 o’clock on this first momentous 
day (aS on each day alterwara) w,wvu 
people held seats in the Stadion. At 
least aS many more covered the ‘‘dead- 
head”’ hillsides. For miles the peasants 
and poorer people lined all roadways to 
see the athletes coming and _ going. 
Near the Stadion long liines of Greek 
soldiers guarded the wates with fixed 
bayonets and enforced orderly entrance 
and exit. Half a mile of soldiers with 
side arms sat shoulder to shoulder 
along thé Stadion’s uppermost wall to 
keep the hillside crowds back. 

Near starting time the King and 
Queen and royal family drove to the 
guarded gates and walked the length 
of the stadion to the royal seats in 
the curved end of it. The people took 
off their hats and clapped their hands 
as at the entrance of a favorite actor. 

Then the business of the day began 
in earnest. The first event was the 
100-yard dash. In the original ar- 
rangement the Americans had al] been 
bunched to run against each other in 
the same heats, but after listening to 
a vigorous protest the officials shifted 
them into different trials. 

So when the heats were run off in 
rapid succession each man had a 
chance to win. 

First came little Hahn, dancing out 
ahead of his field like a racehorse, 
Then Eaton won his heat, and Moul- 
ton, and Schick and Robertson, It 
was ai procession. The American 
shield flashed over that finish line, 
each time leading a scattered rout of 
Hnglish, French, Greeks, Germans 
and whatnot, so often that it gave out 
a rainbow effect. Over in stand No, 
13, where our team sat, we cheered

Three Times for Stars and Stripes. 


Ray Ewry, Martin Shetidan and 
Robertson took all three places in 
the standing broad jump, shutting out 
nearly forty other competitors. 

It was the first American victory. 
And while we were cheering the an- 
nouncement three great American 
flags rose majestically to the tops of 
three high flagpoles on each side of 
the Stadion’s upper. wall. I never 
saw our banner more beautiful. We, 
who were not yet to compete, cheered 
in good American style until the 
hand-clapping foreigners looked at us 
in amazement. 

The slide had begun. Already we 
felt that America could not lose. 
In the standing broad Ewry 
ered 10 feet 10 inches; Sheridan, 
feet 2% inches; Robertson, 10 feet. 
The 800-meter run brought in more 
of our boys. Lightbody and Bacon 
played with their rivals, trotting in 

easily, one-two. 

Hellstrom, a Swede; Halswell, a 
Scot, took the next heat. Valentine 
was in poor shape and could do no 
better than third. 

Crabbe, England, won the third, Par- 
sons second. 

Then Paul Pilgrim, the as yet unde- 
veloped: ‘‘phenom”’ of the meet, ran in 
ahead, followed by Runge of Germany. 


The Swedes Pressed Us. 


The second day started less 
ciously. In the morning the Swedes 
won all three places in throwing ‘the 
javelin—a long, light pole with a sharp 
a point. That made Sweden's score 
1 


But the final of the hundred meters 
put us on top again, never to be head- 
ed. It was a grand race. The Greek 
starters didn’t know their business and 
every man in the final except Eaton 
beat the pistol. Eaton lost a couple of 
yards and couldn't make it up. 

Little Hahn, running so fast his legs 
looked like the spokes of a wheel, led 
easily. Barker, the swift Australian, 
was next, fighting it out flercely with 
Moulton, who covered the ound in 
giant strides. Hahn was a safe winner, 
laughing as he crossed the tape. Moul- 
ton, 20 yards from the finish, was a 
yard behing the Australian, but in a 
terrific sprint jumped a foot ahead at 
the line and took second. Time, 11 1-5s. 

Still there was more to come. The 400 
meters was called. Out came our boys 
again, Hillman, Bacon, Moulton and 
Pilgrim, against Anderson (Scotland), 
Barker (Australia) and Halswell. 

Here came the surprise of the day. 
You remember that Paul Pilgrim of the

Well, Paul was a dark horse if ever 
there was one. 

The 400 meter started at a galloping 
pace. Pilgrim stayed in the bunch, 
Moulton led around the first turn by 
five yards and shot into the straight 
like a stake horse. At the second turn 
he was fighting it out with Halswell 
and Barker, the others at their heels. 
Moulton’s strength ebbed as they came 
to the finish. Halswell and Barker 
looked like one-two. 

But Pilgrim, with a sudden wonderful 
spurt, came to their shoulders. He kept 
right on. In another second he had 
passed the British runners as if they 
were standing still. With a clean two 
yards to spare he clipped across the fin- 
ish line like a shooting star. 

Then we yelled! It was the right time 
to yell. We were already counting. that 
race aS a British victory. We couldn't 
lose! 

Nothing could stop us now. Bonhag, 
who never walked a mile before in his 
life. was in the 1500 meter walk. There 
were enough starters to make an army 
corps. Most of them fran, and the 
judges weeded them out. Finally Bon- 
hag was in the lead and he won by 
many yards from McDonald, of Can- 
ada, and a Greek with an unpronounce- 
able name. 

America led with 63% points. Others 
nowhere! 

It was all over but the shouting and a 
few more events. 

On the last day, May 1, Ray Ewry 
started by winning the high jumps, 6 
feet and 2 1-2 inches. Martin Sheridan 
Robertson and a Belgian named Leon 
tied for second. 

At the same time Sheridan was throw- 
ing the discus, Greek, style; running 
from one event to the other. 

In this Greek discus, Martin won easi- 
ly, but was ‘“‘touched.’’ Martin's first 
throw was the best of the day by many 
feet. The instant he left the pedestal 
Giorgantas, the Greek, who was sched- 
uled to win, jumped upon it and told 
the judges that Martin’s throw was not 
in the most graceful Greek form, saying 
that he should have swung his hand 
closer to his leg in straightening from 
the crouching position. But the judges 
allowed Giorgantas’ protest, Martin's 
throw was not measured. 

Glor tas then tried to throw in the 
style he had shown the judges and fell 
ten yards short of Sheridan's effort. 

Jaervinneau, the big Finn, threw far 
beyond Gliorgantas and was romptly 
disqualified. It was on the slate for 
the Greek to win. 

Thirty others fell short of Giorgantas’ 
throw, all using Sheridan's form, and 
their throws were measured. Sheridan 
was disqualified on the same pretext 
again. Giorgantas, shifting to Sheri- 
dan’s style, swinging his arm wide just 
as Sheridan does 
rest and about six or eight feet behind 
Martin's unallow throw. The judges

Surprise for the Greeks. 


So when the throws were measured 
the Finn won, the Greek was second 
and Mudin of Hungary third. It was 
an awful shock to the crowd, which had 
counted upon a Greek for the discus 
and the Marathon. 

The winning throw was 115 feet. Sher- 
idan’s was about 120. This was a stand- 
ing throw from a pedestal. 

The 800 meters (half mile) was last, 
and America won. It was Paul Pil- 
grim again. Lightbody expected 
win. Few thought Paul figured at all, 
except for a possible place. Light- 
body,, Bacon, Parsons and Pilgrim 
were the Americans ifn the “final. 
Runge (Germany), Hellstrom (Sweden), 
Halswell (Scotland) and bbe (Eng- 
land) made up the field. 

Parsons took the lead and set a fear- 
ful pace. He was running with a great 
stride and looked a winner. But his 
Sickness told. His strength gave out 
after about 600 meters, and Halswell 
and Crabbe passed him. Lightbody and 
Pilgrim were.elose behind. 


Piigrim Cuts Ahead. 


But again came that surprising spurt 
of Pilgrim's. His long, thin legs oo pe 
through the air in enormous strides, he 
crept past Halswell. The Scot made 
a desperate effort, but could not hold 
him. Lightbody, two yards ahead, 
glanced back over his shoulder and 
then dug into the cinders again. Pil- 
grim, coming up swiftly, was at the 
Chicagoan’s shoulder, was beside him, 
slipped ahead, and with one last effort 
flung himself at the tape winner by 
nearly a yard. Halswell was third. 

There was still the Marathon race, 
greatest of all the world’s athletic 
events. Our boys, Frank, Spring, For- 
shaw, Foyler had gone to Marathon, a 
little town 26 miles from Athens, 
the night before.. Spencer, the swim- 
mer, went along to cook their meals 
and guard them during the night. 
They were quartered in bug-infested 
hovels, like all the other runners, and 
had little sleep. The Greeks were used 
to it. 

All the American athletes who were 
not competing in the Stadium went along 
on bicycles to patrol the road and help. 
Each runner had a member of the team 


on a bike to carry stimulants and look 


out for him on the road. 
For all those 26 miles 
roadway was lined with peoe. 
Thousands of cavalrymen patrolled the 
road to keep it clear for the runners. 
At times the crowd surged over the 
troops, fought and threw stones.

On my way to the prison I saw several batches of 
prisoners from all parts of the town going in the 














same direction, escorted by mounted police and 
Cossacks, 

“The forty odd prisoners who made up the police- 
men’s bag for the night comprised men and women 
of every age, all shivering in the keen, frosty air, 
and also a few boys and girls ‘from about 12 to 14 
years of age. 

“When all the police forays had given up their 
parties of victims we were driven at 5 o’cleck in 
the morning into a cell about 10 feet by 15 feet, 
which was already occupied by a number of prisoners 
lying on the floor, pellmell. Their reception consist- 
ed in an outburst of curses because we came to rob 


them of what little space and comfort they had al- 


; read¢. 


“Obeying the orders of the gendarmes on duty, we 
tried to lie down, one beside another, There was 
not space enough for all of us to do so, though we 
were packed together like sardines. Sleep was out of 
the questior because of the cries of the women and 
?” ildr€n. 

“In the morning the door was opened and 
soldiers with whips in their hands forced their way 
behind the prisoners and drove us to the bathroom. 
Our way lay between two rows of soldiers, who

rained blows in every direction. 
on our way back. 

“By this time the women and children were seream- 
ing with pain, while we men clenched our teeth in 
the determination to seize the first opportunity of 
getting our own back. Some time later breakfast was 
brought in—bread and water—but only enough for 
the first 52 prisoners. Dinner, which consisted of 
ce’ ages in a putrefying condition, was also only 
sérved out to them. “_ 

“Protests were rewarded with blows, the speak- 
ers being dragged out of the cell and cruelly knout- 
ed. At supper time we received at last some water 
to quench our burning thirst. No food for us, the sec- 
ond batch of prisoners, till the second day, and then 
only a meager allowance of execrable quality. 

“Every morning we had to ryn the gauntlet, and 
if any noise was made day or night the prisoners 
nearest the door, whether innocent or not, were 
dragged out and usually came back with their shoul- 
ders torn open. 

“Our sufferings increased day by day as we felt 
more and more the lack of fresh air and the want 
of rest. A number of the women and five of the chil- 
dren fell ill, but of course were not removed from 
the cell. Their continual cries of distress nearly 
drove us mad, but there was no way out of it, the 
prisoners being practically surrounded by soldiers. 

“The same hideous stete of affaires prevailed in all 
the numerous cells of the building, from the roof 
down to the dungeons. 

“On New Year's Day (Jan. 13), when our suffering 
had become unbearable, we broke oper: the door of 
our cell while most of the i. were @Way ~ray- 
ing for the Czar in the prison chapel. Rushing out 
ihto the corridors we began to sing the ‘Mareciilais®,’ 
About twenty of us managed to overpower the ten- 
tries and make good our escape Into the streets.

1 should judge that the military officer is 
chief of the rock, because when he found the Gover- 
nor’s room lit by electricity, he demanded, the same 
for his quarters. That’s how I came to get upstairs. 
Now, these stairs are hewn in the rock, are circular, 
guarded by heavy oaken doors top and bottom, an: 
these doors possess steel bolts on both sides of them. 
It is thus possible for either the military authori- 
ties upstairs, or the civil authorities, to isolate 
themselves from the others. In case of a revolt 
among the soldiers, the Governor could bolt them 
into their attic, and they would find great difficulty 
in getting out.

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_ Life Convict’s Interesting Views on Prison Condi- 
tions—-Argues for Restitution—-Says Reform 
of Prisoner Rather Than Revenge and Pun- 


— ishment Should Be State’s Effort. - 


REMARKABLE book, written by a life pris- 
A oner in the Kansas State Penitentiary at 
Lansing, is now being widely read through- 
out the Southwest. It attacks briefly, but pointedly 
and effectively, objectionable measures and punish- 
ments at Lansing. 

In a simple, tommon-sense manner, the author 
shows why such methods fail to accomplish the 
reformation of the prisoner, but on the other hand 
make him frequently a worse citizen when he leaves 
the prison than he was when he entered it. 

Being a prisoner himself and thrown daily in con- 
tact with criminals, the author speaks authoritative. 
ly. His plea is for the substitution of reformative 
for “revengeful and retaliatory” methods in the 
Government prisons. “To make a prisoner merely ‘a 


} 

good convict’ is to accomplish notiting; to make him 
a good ex-convict is to do a real service to both him 
and society,” says the author. 

“From the moment that the criminal enters the 
Penitentiary, no means should be neglected that will 
serve to impress“on his mind the fact that the State 
is his friend, and not his persecutor; that his wel- 
fare will be considered second only to the welfare of 
society; that the key to liberty is in his own hands; 
and that, given these advantages, he must work out 
his own destiny, and is, himself, the sole arbiter of 
the fate that will finally befall him.”

The prisoner’s outer clothing is 
removed, and he is placed in the “crib” face down- 
ward; his hands are fastened together and his feet 
are drawn upward and backward until his whole 
body is stretched taut in the shape of a bow.

“The intense agony inflicted by this method of 
torture is indescribable,” says the book. “Every 
muscle of the body quivers and. throbs with pain. 
The punishment is often continued intermittently 
for days, and sometimes even for weeks. Beating 
with a heavy strap is usually added, but that is 
comparatively a small punishment.” 

A section.from the Kansas statutes expressly pro- 
hibiting this character of punishment is quoted. 

Argument is made in favor of prisoners being em- 
ployed in profitable channels and the objection that 
convict labor should not come in competition with 
free labor is met in the same even tenor shown by 
the author in dealing with other conditions. His 
theory is not that the State should make a profit 
from convict labor, but that an “income tax” should 
be first placed on the laborer’s wages and the ex- 
penses of the prison be thus borne. After that he 
argues for restitution. “This is the way the author 
puts it: 


“The prisoner should be allowed to invest his} 


earnings in legitimate enterprises, under the super- 
vision of a competent board of managers; but the 
first returns of his labor should, in justice, go to 
recompense those whom he has injured in person or 
property. There would be no difficulty in fixing 
the amount of such recompense in cases of injury to 
or loss of property; in crimes against the person, the 
problem would be more difficult, but not by any 
means impossible. 

“Even in cases of homicide a scale of recompense, 
or partial recompense, -could be adjusted, just as 
punishments are now adjusted, to fit the degree of 
guilt; and there is no reason why such recompense 
should not be accepted with as little repugnance, as 
life insurance is now received. In fact, the idea 
here presented, if worked out in detail and enacted 
into law, would put the State in position to insure 











its citizens against malicious injury to person or 
property; and a more proper undertaking for a 
State could not well be conceived.” 

No man, he says, should be released from prison 
who, given the opportunity, has not made such 
restitution; but that the sum required should in no 
ease exceed $3000. A larger amount would. put 
the prisoner in an almost hopeless position, as detri- 
mental to his reform and the final good of society as 
is his present position, 

Education is chief among a!! reform influences 
championed in this book. A schvol is maintained in 
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the Kansas Penitentiary, but, according to “A k 
sas Inferno,” it 1s highly unsatisfactory. Igno: 
the author asserts, is one of the principal causes 
making and keeping men criminals, “yet practic

Ten per cent of the men in the Kansas prison ca 
neither read nor write, it is averred, and 
50 per cent of them have so limited an education 
they cannot transact any ordinary business. Man 
training, however, is believed by this writer to 
the education most to be desired. 
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HILE Mr. Carnegie and those notable edu man, 


cators who have joined with him are striv- 

ing to bring about a simplification of 
English spelling, there are coming across the Atlantic 
the bow waves of a movement which embodies this 
matter of phonetic spelling and strikes beyond for 
the greater goal of a universal language. — 
_An-organization was recently formed at Washing- 
ton University called “La Esperanto Klubo de Uas- 
ingtono Universitato,” which is devoting itself to the 
study and spreading of the language here. Louis N. 
Beals Jr. is president of this club and its member- 
ship is progressing most satisfactorily in mastering 
the new language. 

“Commercial houses in Europe are finding a know]- 
edge of Esperanto to be desirable in competing for 
foreign trade,” says Mr. Beals, in speaking of the 
commercial value of the new language. “Some firms 
in France, so wide is becoming acquaintance with the 
speech, are finding it profitable to advertise in 
Esperanto to attract the trade of foreigners and na- 
tives who use the tongue. Even the conservative 
London Chamber of Commerce has just included it in 
its commercial educational derartment examinations 
to fit clerks for foreign trad -ompetition.” 

Charles B. Couchman of 2353 Albion place, while 
not an Esperantist in the sense of having mastered 
the language, is a student of it, a reader of the 
publications of the London Esperanto Society, and 
in some degree proficient. 

“The fine thing About Esperanto,” says Mr. Couch- 


Ordinarily. when 
we look at a language unlike our own, it all has the 
appearance of being strange to us. In this respect 
it is forbidding, and few persons are inclined to give 
it more than a glance. In Esperanto there is so much 
that is reeognizable at first glance that one is in- 
vited to Jook closer. 

“If vou had never seen the language before and 
were to pick it up, you would be astonished to see 
how much of it you could read. If you knew only 
English and should receive today a letter from an 
Esperantist from France or Germany, you would be 
able to read the letter.

Hence it appears that 
while strange in the United States (the land of 
homogeneous speech over imperial distances, and with 
Spanish neighbors only), yet it has developed tre- 
mendously on the continent of Europe, where the 
languages change many times in a day’s ride. So 
true is this, that it would pay one contemplating a 
visit to Europe to put in a few days studying Es- 
peranto, unless he is most thoroughly at home with 
the native tongues of the countries he is to visit. 

Dr. Zamenhof, its founder, claims to be able to 
express in Esperanto virtually all human ;thoughts. 
Shakspeare took the widest mental range of 
all great writers. He had a vocabulary of some 
7000 words; yet Dr. Zamenhof has translated “Ham- 
let” into Esperanto. 

The number of words in the new tongue is surpris- 
ing. It has but 2000 words, against the more than 
100,000 in the English language and the more than 
In other respects the new 


tongue is equally simple. It has but 16 rules 
granmmar, every one of which is familiar to persons 
of average education. 

It retains the words common to all languages, 
spells them phonetically, drops the special endings 
in each idiom and adopts them as root words: For 
example, atom, aksiom, adres, form, fosfor, histori, 
poet, profet, teatr, telegraf, vagon, ete. 

“Dr. Zamenhof picked out those which appear in 
most languages,” says a writer upon the Esperanto 
vocabulary. “For example, bark (English, French, 
German, Italian, Polish, Russian, Spanish); 
eksplod (English, French, German, Italian, Latin, 
Polish, Russian); flor (English, French, | Italian, 
Latin, Polish, Russian); ete. : 

“For the remaining words—and there are compar- 
atively few left—which are never the same in the 
different languages, Dr. Zamenhof selected them in 
such a manner as to make the task of acquiring 
Esperanto equally difficult or equally easy for all 
concerned. Tamen (however), sed (but), dum (while), 
brak (arm), proksim (near), are taken from Latin. 
Tago (day), monat (month), tapet (carpet) are Ger- 
man. Gladi (to iron), vidi (to see), vosto (tail) are 
Slavic, and so forth. One sees that even there it is 
easy for everybody to make use of some knowledge 
of his own. In vidi every Latin scholar recognizes 
videre; in gladi the Germans recognize glat (and the 
verb in dialect, glatten) ; in tapet, the English reeog- 
nize tapestry and the French tapisserie; in brak, the 
French bras; in proksim, the English proximity.”

The same is true in a greater or less degree of all 
the iarge cities in the West, which is producing to- 
day the best golf players of the United States. The 
two Egans, for instance, come from Illinois, and 
west of the Mississippi there are many golf players 
who believe they could beat,Travis. The Transmis- 
sissippi Golf Association is rapidly growing in im- 
portance and numbers, and every considerable town 
in the Southwest today has its players and the-nu- 
cleus of one or more flourishing country clubs. Kan- 
sas City, Des Moines, Omaha and Denver cont: 'n to- 
day some of the best golf players in the United 
States. 


The newest thing in country clubs is the develop-

ment this year of a scheme whereby the Glen Echo 
Club of St. Louis has gone into poultry raising upon 
a large scale. This is for the purpose of supplying 
its own tables, and likewise for supplying members 
of the club with poultry at their own homes in case 
the club raises more than it can consume. 

Eight hundred high-grade poultry were purchased 
last winter and installed in an elaborate series of 
runs and houses near the clubhouse, and at the same 
time a large number of incubators were purchased 
and an expert chicken-raiser hired to look after this 
novel branch of the club’s development. From the 
original 800 the club has at the present time 1800 
fowls. 

The ificubators haye been turning out 250: per week 
for several months, and the broilers for the table 
have been supplied regularly. To go down and see 
how the chickens are getting on has become one of 
the favorite amusements at the club, where visitors 
are shown all varieties of high-grade fowls, such as 
Plymouth Rocks, Brahmins, ete., in various stages of 
growth. 

In addition to ths a auck pond has been started 
and supplied with a large body of high-grade ducks. 
which are also hatched in the incubators. Squabs

form another branch of this remarkable club indus- 
try. A new pigeon house was erected this spring, 
and here are several hundred carriers, which breed 
rapidly. 

“It is believed that a large economy in the club 
management will thus be effected and a lesson given 
to old country clubs in the United States as to how 
they-can supply their own table from their own 
land. This country club has also installed cows to 
supply milk, and kitchen gardens where many vegeta- 
bles are being grown for the table. The restaurant 
at the present time~uses 300 spring chickens per 
week, which is about the limit of the chicken fac- 


tory. In good spring weather the percentage of 
loss, it is stated, has been comparatively small. 

It will, therefore, be seen that, under good man- 
agement, a considerable saving can be effected on 
the weekly bills, and that a new source of profit may 
be opened to country clubs throughout the land. 
There appears to be no reason why such clubs should 
not raise their own vegetables and supply themeelves 
with such delicacies as frogs’ legs and mushrooms, as 
well as strawberries, raspberries, cherries, 
plums and other fruits.

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TERE is a general idea that only graduates of 
"Eh West Point can become officers in the army, 
and thorgh this is not and never has been 
true, the fret that a large percentage of the officers 
are West Point graduates has overshadowed in the 
publie mind the many notable exceptions. Nowhere 
ean a better illustration of this be found than at 
Jefferson Barracks, where only five of the 25 officers 
stationed there are West Point men. 

The sense of pride that every old cadet feels when 
he looks back upon the four years at the academy 
by which he won his shoulder straps causes him to 
believe that the science of war cannot be learned in 
any other way and that no other preparation fits an 
officer for the proper understanding of his* profes- 
sion. Historical facts support this belief. Every 
first-class military reputation made on both sides in 
the Civil War was made by a West Pointer. Jeffer- 
son Davis declared at a banquet in Richmond that 
none but West Point graduates should have com- 
mands in the Confederate army. The same feeling 
was exhibited when Gen, Miles was appointed Lieu- 
tenant-General of the army and much dissatisfaction 
was not only felt. but expressed, that he and no‘ 
some one who had passed the four years’ “grind” at 
the Point should be given the highest rank. 

There has always been jealousy between those offi- 
cers who have had the academy training and those 
who have won their rank by conspicuous gallantry 
or by determinaticn to win it. This is especially the 
case now, when there are so many of the latter 
class, notably Gens. Wood and Funston, an! although 
those who tecorre officers from civil life have to pass 
as rigid an examination in literature, the classics, 
languages and mathematics as well as military tac- 
tics and strategy as any first-clasaman at the acad- 
emy, the old West Pointer can never be convinced 
that he does not know infinitely more than the other. 

Added to this the ranks of the army are largely 
made up of the lower classes of society, and great 
self-restraint and perseverefice are required for a 
man of education to endure it. While he recognizes 
the need of rank distinction to insure good discipline 
he inwardly rebe!s against isolation from his own 
kind and hourly association with those with whom 
he ean in the nature of things have nothing in com- 
mon, As a rule he dces not have a long period of 
effacement in the ranks, for real merit is quickly 
recognized by the officers and opportunities of ad- 
vancement are open to those ready to take advantage 
of them, and an ambitious man soon begins the long 
mental and physical trial ending in a document 
signed by the Presidert which allows him to ex- 
change his chevrons for shoulder straps and abandon 
his barrack bunk and place in the soldiers’ mess for 
quarters in the officers’ line. 

Jefferson Barracks enjoys the distinction of being 
the only important army post of the United Stats 
where, with five exceptions, the officers are not West 
Point graduates. L-.eutenant-Colonel Tutherly, the 
commanding officer, is an old cadet of the class of 
‘U8, but the Ninth Cavalry squadron commander, 
Maj. Macomb, won his commission from civil life 
without training at the Point. Three of the five cap- 
tains rose from the ranks, and all but two of the 
lieutenants probably never saw the inside of a class- 
room at the Military Academy. 

Maj. Macomb presents a fine example of the sort 
of a soldier the grim school of experience will pro- 
duce. Of a splendid physique and alert and active 
as a man of 30, he has yet passed the half 
centura mark, Distinguished for thoroughness and 
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possessing a natural talent for leadership, he has 


made his mark in every action in which he has had 
part, both on the frontier in fighting Indians; and 
later when opposed to Spaniards and Filipinos, 

Capt. Cornelius C. Smith, Fourteenth Cavalry, one 
of the three captains who rose from the ranks, 13 
the holder of one of the highest and most coveted 
honors bestowed by the nation—a medal of honor. 
During the Sioux uprising of 1891 in North Dakota 
he and four men of his troop drove back an attacking 
band of 30 Sioux, holding his position despite repeat- 
ed efforts on the part of the Indiaris, and finally, 
after a desperate fight, routing them. At the time 
he was a corporal in the Second Cavalry, but his 
promotion came very speedily and with it the high- 
est praise from his superior officers. 

Capt. Alvarado M. Fuller, Ninth Cavalry, 
writer and tactical authority, fell upon evil chances 
and served nearly nine years before his opportun'ty 


noted 


came. For the first three years his troop command- 
er was a man who believed no would-be officer 
should carry his grist to any mill but that at West 
Point and frustrated all young Fuller’s efforts to- 
wards the desired end. Then, when he obtained a 
transfer to another troop and was given a fair 
chance to try, the slowness of promotion that pre- 
Vailed before the Spanish War prevented his obtain- 
ing his commission for six years more. All this 
time, however, he was learning how to fight by actual 
experience in many Indian troubles. 
First Lieutenant J. 8S. E. Young, 
jutant of the Ninth Cavalry, an adventurous young 
Southerner, enlisted from his native State of Vir- 
ginia in ’94, serving first in the infantry and reaching 
the grade of first sergeant. When the Spanish War 
began he was Regimental Sergeant-Major of the 
Twelfth Infantry and landed with his regiment at 
Daiquiri when Shafter’s army invaded Cuba. He

took part in the fight at Las Guasimas, and lay with 
his regiment in the trenches around Santiago, where 
he received a severe wound. Determination kept him 
fighting till Santiago capitulated, then he succumbed 
to the effect of his wound and was sent to Montauk 
Point, where for weeks he hovered between life and 
death. After his recovery he rejoined his regiment, 
then at Jefferson Barracks, and while there he ap- 
plied for and obtained a first heutenancy in the 
Thirty-seventh Volunteer Infantry. His commanding 
officer said when presenting him his commission: 

“There may be better non-commissioned officers 
than you are, but | never saw one.” He served in 
the Philippines with the Volunteers and in Cuba dur- 
ing the American protectorate and left the volunteers 
in 1901 to enter the regular army as a Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Fifth Cavalry. 

Lieuts. Luhn and Fechet were born into the army, 
but, unlike most officers’ sons, were not sent to Weat 
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ERE in St. Louis a student of golf has in- 
H vented a game which he calls “improved 
golf,” and for which he predicts popularity 
as soon as it is introduced. The scheme is, briefly, 
to eliminate “putting” by making the holes five or 
six feet in diameter instead of a couple of inches 
wide as at the present time. 

As everybody knows, golf consists of three grand 
divisions, driv.ng, approaching and putting, each of 
which is different from the other, and requires a 
different set of clubs. According toe the St. Louis 
expert who has been studying the’ game, putting Is 
a sort of a croquet or billiards, which should not 
properly be a part of the game and which is te lious 
and consumes much time. 

“Immediately after a game we occasionally hear 
& man refer to some remarkable put which be has 
 wriade, of ten or twenty feet, but he quickly forgets it 
and it attracts comparatively little attention. On 
the other hand, a man who makes a long drive or 
a fine brassie shot never forgets it, and it excites 





universal admiration among those who witness the 
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feat, although, as 8 matter of fact, a good put of 
10 feet may count for as much in the seore as a good 
drive of 200 yards. 

“The reason for this is that there is no pleaswe in 
putting, It is not, properly, an essential part of 
the game. Putting is the lady's part of golf. Every 
golfer would rather make a good drive or a good 
brassie than a good put. 

“Golf is played by all its devotees for p'eisure and 
exercise, and not for the mere making of a score. 
The pleasure of the game is derived from the work 
off the tee and on the fair green. Nobody looks for. 
ward to the putting green as affording any pleasure. 

“I assert emphatically,” continued this St. louis 
reformer, “that the proper thing to do is to invent a 
new American game of golf by eliminating putting. 
This can oniy be done in one way, and that is by 
enlarging the holes to such an extent that they are 
like small pot bunkers. so that you ean drive right 
into them from the fair green. Another advantage 
of this would be that the immense amount of ex. 
pense now thrown upon country clubs by the neces. 


sity of keeping up the putting greens like velvet, 
would be altogether done away with. 

“Golf as it is played today is a game developed in 
Scotland to suit the Seotch character. The putting 
cautious and deliberate work, and in-

calls for cool, 
volves a great waste of time. 
the American character, which has 
other games in the direction of speed. 

“Take out the putting and you can finish a game 
of golf in one-half the time now réquired, whi'e at 
the same time you retain the only parts of the game 
that give pleasure to the players, these being the 
driving and approaching. With this new and tm- 
proved golf which I propose, you could play 36 holes 
in the time now required to play 18. Hence, if this 
game was adopted, all golf players would get twice 
as much exercise out of it as they do at the pres- 
ent time and twice as many opportunities for making 
long drives and brassies, while the coat of the game 
in the maintenance of elegant putting greens would 


be altogether eliminated.” 
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Point. Lieut. Fechet enlisted soon after the Maine 
was blown up and war with Spain seemed certain 
and served in the ranks until July, 1900. His troop 
formed part of the expedition with which Gen. 
Miles made the spectacular apd bloodless conquest of 
Porto Rico, but he had plenty of real fighting later 
against the Filipinos, where he several times gained 
the praise of his commanding officer. 

During the mobilization of the troops at Tampa 
prior to setting out for Cuba in June, 1898, Lieut. 
Fechet and his father were in the same regiment, 
the Sixth Cavalry, the former in the ranks and the, 
latter Major of his squadron, a difficult situation for 
both, for the distinction of rank had to be strictly 
observed in spite of their relationship. 

Lieuts. Fechet and Howard are the Damon and 

Pythias of the Ninth Cavalry, their friendship dat rg 
from Lieut. Howard's transfer from the artillery to 
the Sixth Cavalry in 1900. Both were “top ser- 
geants” of their respective troops, bunked and mesvre 1 
together, took their examination for promotion and 
were commissioned about the same time, secured aa- 
signments to the Ninth Cavalry and have lived to- 
gether ever since. 
Probably the most brilliant career of any officer at 
Jefferson Barracks is that of First Lieutenant Wil- 
liam L. Luhn. When the President called for vol- 
unteers he responded, and was appointed First L'eu- 
tenant of the First Washington Infantry, sailing 
from San Francisco with the first troops sent to the 
Philippines. He took part in the first land fight in 
the Philippines—at Malate—and afterwards at Dag- 
upan, Tarlac and other important engagements, In 
July, 1899, when his regiment came, he remained in 
the Philippines, having been appointed Major of 
Volunteers and assigned to the Thirty-sixth Infan- 
try, the regiment commanded by Gen. (then Colonel) 
Franklin Bell, which did brilliant work in quelling 
the insurrection in the Island of Luzon. After the 
fight near Porac, which won Col. Bell a medal of 
honor and his command the highest praise for gal- 
lantry, Maj. Luhn was advanced to a lieutenant col- 
oneley and acted as Bell’s second in command until 
appointed Military Governor of one of the pacified 
provinces of .Luzon, pe:forming the duties of fi: 
office with so much cred t that when he was mus. 
tered out of the volunteers in 1901 he found a Firat 
Lieutenant's commission in the regular army await- 
ing him. 

Capt. W. C. Cannon, Quartermaster, a nephew of 
Speaker Cannon, enlisted at the beginning of the 
Spanish War and waa made First Color Sargeant in 
the signal corps, advancing to the rank of Second 
Lieutenant before the month was out. Since then 
his promotion has been rapid. Capt. Cannon served 
in Cuba and the Philippines during the war with 
Spain and later was acting Quartermaster of trans- 
port service, with headquarters at Yokohama, Japan. 
As Construeting Quartermaster at Jefferson Bar- 
racks he has accomplished the transformation of that 
post to a thoroughly modern army station. 

First Lieutenant Cole has nothing spectacular ti, 
look back upon in his army life. He knew what he 
wanted, set about obtaining it and was fortunate in 
getting it with the least possible delay. He entered 
the volunteers, the Two Hundre’ and Second New 
York Regiment, as Second Lieutenant, but remained 
at ¢ ‘hicakamauga instead of being sent to the front. 
He resigned, enlisted as a private in the Twenty- 
«ixth Volunteers, soon rose to a lieutenancy and was 
mustered out of the volunteers and into the regular 
establishment as a Second Lieutenant,
